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TO KNIFE THE FAIR. 


ENEMIES OF THE EXPOSITION TRY 
TO STEAL A MARCH, 


While Two Committees Are Squabbling 
Over the Investigation Matter the Ju- 
diciary Committee Will Decide on the 
Constitutionality of an Appropriation— 
Local Officials Make a Strategic Move-—- 
Will Not Ask for a Cent from Congress 
in Their Own Behalf. 


The enemies of the World’s Fair have stolen 
amarch. They have won’ the first skirmish 
almost without trouble. While the squabble 
is going on in Washington for jurisdiction be- 
tween the Columbian Exposition committee 
and the Appropriations committee, the Judici- 
ary committee will be the first one to take up 
the subject, and its conclusions, coming first, 
will naturally do much to influence the House. 

It allecame about in this way: After the 
House had adopted the new code of rules late 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Sayers, from the 


Committee on Appropriations, reported the 


Henderson resolution, which gives that com- 
mittee authority to make a searching investi- 
gation into the finances of the Fair. There is 
nothing in the resolution which the friends of 
the Exposition need fear. The only thing has 
been a question whether this matter did 
not belong to the World’s Fair com- 
mittee. Chairman: Durborow at once 
presented the McCreary resolution, which 
covers pretty nearly the same ground, but 
which puts the investigation in the hands of 
the World’s Fair committee. After some talk 
thé resolution was ordered printed, with the 
understanding that it should come up when- 
ever the Appropriations committee asks for 
action on the Henderson resolution. Then the 
question of jurisdiction will be fought out. 
This was all right as far as it went and no 
But immediately 
afterward Mr. Dickerson of Kentucky pre- 
sented a resolution authorizing and directing 
the Committee on Judiciary to investigate and 
report whether Congress has the constitu- 
tional authority to appropriate money 
for the World’s Columbian Exposition. He 
asked for its immediate consideration. There 
was no earthly reason why this should 
be granted. A request of this kind in the in- 
terests of the Fair would have met with a 
score of ebjections. A single objection would 
have preventéd the consideration of the reso- 


‘lution, but the friends of the Fair all seemed 


tobe dumbor asleep, for notavoice was

An Unfriendly End in View. 

It has been verfectiy understood that at 
some stage of the proceedings this question of 
the constitutionality of government aid to 
the Exposition would have to be fought out 
even more fullythan in the last Congress. 
Whether a loan or an outright appropriation 
were asked the discussion was bound to come. 
But it makes all the difference in the world 
when this phase of the subject is reached 
whether it be handled by friends or enemies 
of the Fair. The Dickerson resolution, though 
short, is broad enough to cover the entire 
questuon. No one who knows the circum- 
stances will pretend that tne resolution was 
offered with a friendly end in view. The pur- 
puse was distinctly hostile, Dickerson is the 
successor of John G, Carlisle, but he has. none 
of the ex-Spneaker’s breadth. He has been 


distinguished thus far by his efforts to make a 


reputation as a peanut economist, 

The Judiciary committee is not a good one 
for a broadly national] enterprise like the Fair. 
There are too many strict construction State’s 
rights Democrats on it.

, gress to appropriate money for the Exposition 


it will be inline with their convictions and 
possibly with their prejudices, but no one will 
be able to say that their views are not honest, 
The Committee on Judiciary consists of the 
following: David B. Culberson of Texas, 
Chairman; W. C. Oates of Alabama, W. D. 
Bynum of Indiana, Thomas R. Stockdale of 
Mississippi, Isaac H. Goodnight of Kentucky, 
Charles J. Boatner of Louisiana, John A. 
Buchanan of Virginia, Alfred C. Chapin of 
New-York, F. C. Layton of Ohio, S. P. Wolv- 
erton of Pennsylvania, E. B. Taylor of Ohio, 
James Buchanan of New Jersey, George W. 

Powers of Ver- 
mont, and Case Broderick of Kansas. 

It is known that some of these members are 
entirely satisfied of the constitutional power 
of Congress in the premises. Possibly in the 
end a majority will be so, but it is certain that 
several members hold views strongly antag- 
onistic. Under these circumstances it is too 
much to expect a unanimous report. The 
point is that the members of the House who 
are indifferent to the Fair will be reasonably 
sure to find something in the report of the 
Judiciary committee to serve them as a pre- 
text for voting against either a loan or an ap- 
propriation. 

Congressman Durborow went over to Balti- 
more last pight to deliver a speech before the 
Colonial club on the Exposition. The other 
Chicago members do not seem to know that 
such a thing as the Diekerson resolution has 
been adopted, They will be able to find out 
all about: it in the Congressional Record to- 
day. 

Within a few days President Harrison ex- 
pects to send, to Congress a miessage on the 
subject of the World’s’ Fair. All that he do- 
sires now is to consult President Palmer re- 
garding certain details, and the latter has 
telegraphed that he will be in Washington 
next week for a conference. 

Strategic Move of Local Officials, 

But while there may be a squabble in the 
committees at Washington the Fair officials 
here have taken steps that may circumvent 
the work of possible enemies at the Capitol. 

J. W. St, Clair, Chairman of the Committee 
on Federal Legislation of the National Com- 
mission, last night outlined the general feat- 
ures of the bill which it is intended to present 
to Congress asking for an appropriation in aid 


ofthe Fair. While no draft of the bill has 
‘been prepared a majority of the directors and 


the largest stockholders have been conferred 
with and have agreed to its leading features, 
its provisions, if agreed upon formally by the 
Board of Directors at the special meeting next 
Monday, will be such as to provide for the ex- 
penditure of all’ the money that has been 
asked from Congress by the National Com- 
misgion through the Director-General and the 
chiets of departments, 

According to Mr. St. Clair’s outline it ap- 
pears that the Board of Directors will not, 
on their own behalf, ask for a cent of money. 
The bill is to be prepared by Mr. St. Clair, 
and the funds asked for will not reach the 
treasury of the local corporation or be expend- 
ed in any manner under its direction. And 
further, instead of a $5,000,000 appropriation 
it is likely that not more than $2,500,000 will 
be asked, And it will be for the purpose 
of carrymg out the duties imposed 
upon the National Commission by 
the act of Congress itself. Thus far 
the directory had been furnishing the money 


‘to do what Congress expressly delegated to 


the National Commission. The directors, if 
all goes well, will codperate cordially with the 
commission in securing the passage of the ap- 
propriation bill.; Meanwhile it will go for- 
ward with the construction of the buildings 
and the preparation of the grounds in accord- 
ance with its pledge to Congress when the 
World’s Fair act was passed.

Getting back’ to first principles the act of 
Congress plainly authorizes the commission 
to dedicate the World’s Fair buildings after 
completion next October, to hold all inter- 
course with intending exhibiters, and to in- 
stall exhibits. ‘To carry out these functions 
requires money, which, as I view it, should 
be provided by Congress itself ana not the 
Illinois corporation. That y is required 
by the act to provide an adequate site and 
suitable buildings and to raisp $10,000,000 to 
be expended for that purpose, Having done 
that it has complied with all the conditions 
imposed by the act. 

** To the National Commission is delegated 
the authority to deal with exhibiters, the ex- 
penses of “which cannot be justly charged to 
the Board of Directcrs. Nevertheless it has 
stepped forward and borne: them all. in 
order to accomplish what the act of Congress 
required fifteen great departments weére or- 
ganized and chiefs appointed by the Director- 
General. The National Commission should 
have defrayed the expenses of these depart- 
ments. But it had no money. Work could 
not be allowed to cease. on this account, and 
the Board of Directors agreeito furnish the 
funds, subject to the superyision of its com- 
wnittees. 

**Now it is intended, instead of asking 
money for the directory to enable itto con- 
tinue this system, that the commission shall 
remove the burden by askmg Congress to 
make provision for paying the expenses of the 
chiefs directly through the Treasury Depart- 
ment. , 

National Work with Local Capital. 

* Sec. 9 of the act says the commission 
shull provide for the dedication of the World’s 
Fair buildings with appropriate ceremonies. 
The commission cannot carry out this provis- 
ion without an appropriation, It/has nothing 
with which to make arrangements for cere- 
monies. Meanwhile the directors have voted 
au appropriation of $150,000 the parpose. 

“The act provides that commission 
shall have charge of the.installation of exhib- 
its. It has no funds for this purpose, and the 
money for the necessary liminary work 
leading up to it has been furnished by the 
Board of Directors. 

“* As the adlministration of the affairs of the 
Exposition is now being conducted the enter- 
prise is carried on by local capital and in- 
fluences. It can hardly be administered as a 
national enterpmse until Congress furnishes 
the money for the National Gommussion to 
pertorm duties which Congreds4imposed.upin 
it, When this is done the Exposition can be 
said to be directed by authority.of the gov- 
ernment, as the different nations of the world 
have been given to understand it would be, 
through the invitation issued by President 
Harrison. 

** In case the appropriation is made on the 
lines laid down the Director-General ‘and the 
chiefs of departments will become the chief 
executive officials of the World’s Fair. They 
will have charge, without limitations, of the 


entire business of dealing with exhibiters and | 


generally conducting the enterprise. There 
is no desire whatever on the part of the Na- 
tional Commission to have anything to do 
with the construction of the buildings, the 
laying out of the grounds, the furnishing of a 
power and lighting plant, and matters of a 
similar character. The buildings, grounds, 
and everything appertaining to construction 
belongs te the Board of Directors, whose busi- 
ness it is to take care of them.”’ 

In the conferences which have thus far been 
held in regard to the intended biil, itis said 
that President Baker, with one exception, has 
been the only objector to the policy indicated. 
Mr. Baker declared yesterday, however, that 
he had not been objecting toanytning. Shoula 
the bill go through it will transfer the burden 
of authority from the directory to the Nationai 
Commission and the Director-General. There 
will not bea great deal for the President of 
the Board of Directors todo. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement, however, the President and 
his committees are kept busy largely in sign- 
ing vouchers and examining into the details of 
expenditures made by the chiefs of the depart- 
ments.

Treasurer Seeberger of the World’s “Fair’ 


expects to have $1,000,000 plumped into’ his 
coffers today from New York as a result of 
the sale of the first installment of city bonds. 
All the legal technicalities have been closed 
up and the money will be forthcoming at 
ence. Mr, Seeberger says. he needs it, too. 
While the funds of the Exposition are ade- 
quate for the present they are nevertheless ex- 
tremely low, and he has almost immediate 
use for the $1,000,000. 

Money is being paid out.at the rate of $750,- 
000 a month, and from this time on it will be 
called for in monthly installments of $1,000,- 


000 each. The first $3,000,000 of the city bonds ' 


are to be paid to the Treasurer by April 1. 
That will make the total amount received 
$6,000,000, one-half bemg furnished by the 
stockholders and the other by the city. Mayl 
the stockholders will be called on to pay up 
the fourth installment of $1,000,000 on their 
subscriptions. The next million will be asked 
from the city, the succeeding one from the 
stockholders, aud the last from the city, 

Thus far collections have been,.Mr. See- 
berger says, remiarkably good. On the rst 
call for $1,000,000 93 per cent has been paid. 
Of the second call for a like amount 89 per 
cent has been paid, and on the third and thus 
far the last call 82 per cenf has been paid. 
This is regarded as a remarkable showing. 

The money when received from New York 
will be deposited in Chicago banks, by which, 
under already existing arrangements, interest 
is paid on Exposition deposits.

Single-handed he made a fight against 
the five robbers and beat them off, but re- 
ceived a bulletin his left hip and five dan- 
gerous scalp wounds. F 

The affray took place in the coal 
office of Mr. Anderson’s_ son-in-law, 
John Callahan, No. 621 North Leavitt street. 
Lieut. Stahl of the West North Avenue 


, Police Station was soon on the scene with a 


patrol wagon load of officers, and was followed 
by the West Chicago avenue wagon with Capt. 
Joe Kipley in command. Four detectives 
were immediately set to work on the case, 
but at a late hour had made no arrests. 

The assault,.was a particularly daring one, 
for at the time it was made the strects were 
well filled with people. Mr. Anderson is a 
real-estate dealer and contractor, and for the 
last two days has been tending the coal office 
because his son-in-law was in the country. He 
decided te cluse the office, which is a small 
4x6 frame building, entrance to which is ob- 
tained from behind the big gates which af- 
ford a driveway to the coal yard, at 
7:30 o’clock. At7 he told his son Fred to.go 
home and say he was coming to supper. 

Suddenly the door of the little office was 
forced open and five men tried to push their 
way in. Each had a revolver, and the leader, 
who had a handkerchief tied over his eyes, 
yelled : 

“Throw up your hands and turn over your 
stuff.” : 

Anderson’s Desperate Struggle. 

Mr. Anderson had a roll of bills amounting 
to nearly $300 on his person and decided to 
make a struggle before givingitup. He is 


not a large man, but is of muscv- 
lar build, and as he threw him- 
self against the door he closed 


it so that the masked man could get neither in 
nor out. One of the unmasked men had ob- 
tained access to the office, but he took no act- 
ive part in the struggle that immediately fol- 
lowed, 

The leader grasped his revolver by the 
barrel and.commenced beating Anderson over 
the head with the butt end of the weapon. 
Blood flowed in the assailed man’s eyes and 
almost blinded him. He commented to yell 
vigorously for help and evidently alarmed the 
gang, forall at once the leader cried: 

** Let’s get out of this.” | 

He turned and ran, but before the man who 
was inside the office disappeared he turned 
and shot Mr. Anderson, the bullet entering 
the left hip, splintering the bone. 

The wounded man crawled to his son-in- 
law’s house, No. 641 North Leavitt street, and 
gave the alarm. Doctors were summoned and 
after a careful examination pronounced the 
wound a,serious one, particularly so because 
of Mr. Anderson’s advanced age. Nearly 
twenty stitches were placed in the scalp 
wounds and then the wounded man was re- 
moved to his own residence. 

Anderson Talks of the Assault, 

When seen later Anderson told the story of 
the assault. His son Fred also toid of meet- 
ing the. gang which did the work. 


|. When I ieft the office,” said he, “‘ I noticed 


two fellows hanging ’round and looking in the 
window. I looked at them closely and wé6uld 
be able to identify them. Then I saw an- 
other gang of three or four fellows coming 
from Chicago avenue, They were all well 
dressed.”’ : . 

‘*The men who did the work,” said Mr. An- 
derson, *“‘ were all young. The four whose 
faces were not masked were between 17 and 
20 years old, but the leader, who had a dark 
colored handkerchief tied over his face, was 
apparently five years older. Those five guns 
looked pretty big to me, but 1 thought 
80 many people were on the 
street that help would come if I 
shouted. SoI threw myself against the door 
and yelled. The leader, when I caught him 
between the doof and the doorway, hit me 
over the head with his revolver... My hat saved 
my head at first, but when the blood com- 
menced to flow I thought I was gone. The 
fellow who got in the office did not do 
a thing until they started to run and 
then he turned and shot me. I am sure that 
I could identify at least three of the men, 


and the voice of the masked man would lead - 


to his identification. They were all strangers 
to me, and my son says that he had never 
seen the two who were loafing in front of the 
office when he left.” 

Other Attempted Robberies, 

An unknown man made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to rob the cash drawer of Matkin Bros.’ 
drug store, Forty-third street and Berkeley av- 
enue, early yesterday morning. He came into 
the store for the purpose of purchasing some 
cigars. After waiting a few minutes he asked 
for some pills, and while the clerk was busy 
putting them up behind the prescription case 
the customer almost succeeded in making 
away with the loose money in thetill. The 
clerk discovered him in the act and drove him 
out of the store at the muzzle of a revolver. 
He was not captured. 

‘Charles H. Peterson was locked up at the 
East Chicago Avenue Station last night 
charged with highway robbery. H. Lundman 
is the complaining witness. Tuesday night 
he was held up at Milton and Chicago avenue 
by four men, who after a fight suc- 
ceeded in robbing him of $4.’ The 
struggle attracted the attention of Officer 
Horrigan, wha arrived in ,time to 
catch Peterson. But Peterson slipped out of 
his coat and vest and vanished down an alley. 
Horrigan fired four shots at him, but took 
only the coat and vest to the station. Since 
then the officer has been thirsting for revenge 
and secured it last night when he and‘Officer 
Loftus captured Peterson on Division street. 

A bold daylight robbery was committed at 
the residence of Harry Atwood, No. 679 War- 
ren avenue, at 2 0’clock yesterday afternoon.

Co.’s store. His wife left the house to dosome 
shopping down-town, and during her absence 
thieves searched the place from garret to cel- 
lar, carrying off about, $150 worth of silver- 
ware, jewelry, and clothing.

MADE IT LIVELY FOR NON-UNIONISTS. 


Striking Workmen Take Part in Numerous 
Assaults on the West Side. 
Sixty-eight striking employés of the North- 

western Stove and Foundry company, Nos. 

233 and 235 West Twelfth street, have inaugu- 

rated a reign of terror in the district. 

Seven men who bave taken the places of the 
striking workmen have been cruelly mobbed 


and beaten, threats have been made to burn - 


the factory, and letters sent to several of the 
new employés threatening them with death 
if they persisted in the work after being 
so warned. Asquad of the Maxwell street 
police guard the workmen coming from and 
going to work, and besides the regular watch- 
men in the pattern-room, foundry, and store- 
house armed men sleep in the building and 
special officers patrol the block. 

A fortnight ago R. L. Greenlee, President 


‘of the company, employed sixty-eight non- 


union foundrymen to take the place of strikers. 
There are 380 men employed in the works, but 
the strikers were limited to the stove repair 
shops. The night following the Jockout the 
strikers started out in a body to assault the 
non-unionists. The police dispersed the mob. 

Despite the vigilance of the police numerous 
attacks on the new workmen have been. made. 
Frank C. Raw, a striker, was arrested for as- 
saulting John Perdue and threatening to shoot 
Stephen Tanney. No. 70 West Thirteenth 
street, one of the new workmen. Frank Her- 
ser, another striker, assaulted R. L. Green- 
lee, the President of the foundry, yesterday, 
William Kane brutally beat Louis H. Flint 
while the latter was on his way home from 
the shops. Kane was arrested. 


APPARENTLY FOUNDED ON FACT. 


More About the Rumor of the Reversal of 
the Cronin Case Decision. 

Notwithstanding the too emphatic con- 
tradiction by State’s-Attorney Longenecker of 
the rumor referred to in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that the Supreme Court Judges, or a majority 
of them, had decided to reverse the decision, in 
the Cronin case and remand the case for a new 
trial, there is apparently much truth in the 
story.

In 
order to substantiate his.title before the com- 
missioners to get his certificate the holder would 
undertake the equivalent of proceedings in 
chancery, or under the Burnt Record act.

J. L. Lombard—There is only one “if” about 
it. The system as in use in Australia is a great 
step in advance over our own system of conveyan- 
cing and recording. Under the English torm of 
government, where the Legislature is supreme, 
there is no difficulty in the practical working of 
this law. With us the only trouble, I believe, is 
that our Legislatures have no power to fix titles 
even where compensation is allowed. The 
opinion seems to point to ashort limitation law 
for a sotution of this difficulty. When the Massa- 
chusetts and Llinois Commissigqners have re- 
turned their reporte we will doubtless learn 
whether this constitutional difficulty can be over- 
come, and, if so, how. The Torrens method ren- 
ders the transfer of real estate a matter of about 
as little difficulty as a transfer of stock certifi 
cates, and I might say it is axiomatic that any- 
thing that facilitates and cher »ens transfer in- 
creases and stimulates trade. 

One Mun Who Doubts. | 

John P. Wilson—The sunject is one that I have 
not investigated thoroughly enough to give an in- 
telligent opinion on. From my limited knowl- 
edge of it, however, | have doubts whether it 
would be practicable to introduce it here, where 
sO inany complications are constantly arising. I 
do not think there shoul i be any radical change 
in the existing Jaws regulating the rights of land- 
owners. To be sure, the present system is to a 
certain degree cumbersome, but if the inchoate 
right of Soeur could be done away with four- 
fifths of the difficulties in titles would be re- 
moved. But even this measure we have been un— 
able to obtain from our Legislature, much less 
any such material change as the Torrens system 
would involve. 

H. V. Seymour—If its introduction is possible i 
am in favor of the Torrens. system, as it woul 
materially facilitate the transfer of property and 
tend to prevent the palming off of fraudulent 
mortgages upon innocent purchasers. It is im- 
possible for a man to borrow money wn real estate 
until the titles are examined, and under the exist- 
ing methods an embarrassing delay is often occa- 
sioned to one compelled to raise a large sum on 
short notice.

In an effort to refute the insinuation made 
in the Architect and Building News that the 
Building committee of the Library Board had 
ignored the advice of Dr. Poole in the 
matter Chairman Moos 
committee said that Dr. Poole’s advice had 
not only been invited by the committee, but 
that the plans which he presented had, in the 
main, been followed. Dr. Poole’s version of 
the case is intirely different. He said:

“‘ Chairman Moos’ statement that the plans 


adopted by the board are almost in accord- 
ance with the ones which I presented is abso- 


lutely incorrect. Mr. Moos also says that I 
was present at the first meeting of the board 


last fall and offered advice. Toa certain ex- 
‘tent that is correct. I was present at the 


first meeting, but the advice which I offe 
had nothing to do with the plans of the li- 
brary. I merely gave them my views as to 
how to begin the work that was ahead of them. 
Nothing was said about plans. Later I sub- 
mitted to them a rough draft of what I thought 
a itibrary should be, It was com- 
pletely ignored by the board, who pursued its 
work without any regard to the ideas I offered. 
I never was asked to attend another meeting 
and I have had nothing todo with the board 
or the plans which it finally adopted. 

“Furthermore, I did my best to get back 
the rough draft which I had offered them and 
it was only after hard work that I succeeded. 
When the committee finally returned it to me, 
it didn’teven thank me for my trouble,’’ 

Dr. Poote'’s Objections. i 

Dr. Poole was asked to state some of his 
objections to the plans. He had not intended 
to enter the controversy at all, but since his 
name had been drawn into it he did not hesi- 
tate to put himself right. 

“* My objections are easily stated,” he said. 
“JT don’t approve of anything that is 
in . the plans. cosider them 
faulty from beginning to end. 
I opposed the plans during the meeting of the 
American Library Association held in San 
Francisco last fail. During the meeting I 
made two speeches, in which I discussed the 
errors to be found in libra construction of 
the present day. Although I did not mention 
any: names. I referred directly to the plans 
which the directors of the Chicago Public Li- 
brary had jast decided upon. The speeches 
are published in full in the proceedings of the 
convention. Reference to them will show 
that I am far from being in harmony with the 
proposed plans of the new library.” 

The principal passages: referred to m Dr. 
Poole’s speeches. are the following: 

My first remark is that in putting up a hbrary 
building we should usecommon sense. The board 
or committee do not go about che work as they 
would if they were building anything else. Their 
tendency is to put up an architectural monument 
ora memorial of somebody or something, or a 
show structure, when what is wanted is a library 
building. These men, if they were a committee 
to erect a mercantile block, a church, or a theater 
woujd use common sense, for these structures 
are inténded for a specific, practical purpose and 
cannot be trifled with. So hes a library building 
a specific p actical purpose and oaght not to be 
trifled with. When a sensible man intends to 
build a house and has selected his lot, he decides 
about how much money he will put into it, and, 
taking his wife into consultation, they decide how 
many rooms they will want for their family, pres- 
ent and prospective, and theif visitors. They de- 
cide on the size and location of the rooms and as 
many other details as occur to them concerning the 
interior structure and arrangement. They arethen 
ready to consult an architect who will group and 
artistically harmonize their preferences, give sug- 
gostipns as to the elevations, etc. This is precise- 
y the commonsense which ought to be used in 
constructing a library building.” 


Still Another Objection. 


“Another objection to the common construc- 
tion of which I have spoken is the annoyance of 
climbing from one story. or gallery to another. 
This js the most tiresome, wearing, and unhealthy 
exercise 2 human being ‘¢an take. . » B 
abolishing galleries and not iutroducing stacks i

** Ahother form of stack is now coming to the 
front; and. if I am _ correctly informed, 
it is proposed _to_ intfoduce it in two 
public libraries in that ’portion of the West 
where I reside.

Where Severest Criticism Comes From. 

The severest criticism that the proposed 
plans have yet called out comes from the 
members of a firm of architects who not only 
are prominent members of the profession in 
Chicago, but who also have placed a set of de- 
signs in the competition. For purely business 
reasons they desired their names withheld un- 
til after the selection had been made. In an 
interview they said yesterday : 

* Although we have placed a set of draw- 
ings in the hands of the board, we do not hesi- 
tate to pronounce the plans entirely unsuit- 
able for a $1,200,000 library, both from a puint 
of view of the librarian the archi- 
tect. In the first place, the instructions 
call for a ‘ classic order of architecture.’ With 
the plans that have been provided, and with 
the rigid instructions relative to the roofs and 
other parts, it is doubtful if a truly classic 
style could be wre geen Again, the term 
‘classic order,’ while signifying a certain 
form of art, ia entirely too broad to be 
rigidly held to. As a result, the 
drawings on exhibition are not classic in them- 
selves, but merely set off with a few classic 
details. Half a dozen forms of Romanesque 
architecture are thrown together fand as a re- 
sult the drawings only partly conform to the 
ideas that were intended. 

“That, however, is a minor detail when it 
comes to considering the real utility of the 
structure. Common sense ought to be ex- 
ercised in building a library the same as in 
any other building. The element of time 
should be carefully considered. The plans 
call for the reading room to be situated on the 

olph street side, while the general ce- 
livery desk is on the Washington street side, 
just one block away, and on a different floor 
besides. 

The plans call for the G. A. R. Memorial 
Hall to be placed on the second floor. An at- 
temptshould have been made to put the Me- 
morial Hall on the top floor and reserve the 
second floor for the purposes to which the li- 
brary will be constantly subjected. The 
excuse that probably would be of- 
fered to this plan is that the 
art rooms should be at the top of the building 
im.order to get advantage of the extra light- 
ing facilities. But right here the stupidity of 
the plans is most prominent. No provision 
hag been made for skylights, while the 
requirements call for windows reaching 
from the floor to the ceilmg. Manifestly 
such means of lighting are not adapted to the 
proper display of paintings and other ‘works 
of art. 

Interior Architectural Treatment. 

“The interior architectural treatment is 
plainly insufficient. The building does not 
open up as it should. A grand staircase is pro- 
vided for, but it leads directly into the wall, 
and the person entering would be sure to lose 
the good impressions he had formed at first. 

“The monumental entrance provided for is 
placed on a side street. It seems quite possi- 
ble that careful study might have resulted in 
piacing the entrance on Michigan avenue, 
where it could be seen and admired, but this 
does not seem tu have occurred to the mem- 
bers of the board. 

“In minor details the plans ar de- 
fective. The elevators are: poorly arranged 
and too few in. number. No public toilet 
rooms have been provided. 

“The unstudied condition of the plans can 
be easily shown. They provide for a two-foot 
division wall on the third floor and no atten- 
tion is given to the supporting columns which 
would necersarily be placed on the floor 
below. These columns would have ‘to stand 
in the middle of the rooms on the second 
floor, which would.be anything but skillful 
from the architect’s point of view. 

** And, lastly, the board has employed de- 
signers who, although excellent architects, have 
néver accomplisheri anything in the line of 
The only firm that had 
mét with success in this style was the New 
York firm which refused to accept the offer of 
the board. By thus limiting the competing 
architects to a single style the board has 
prevented true feeling from being placed in 
the designs, and conéequentily it. haa received 
only second-class-#ork from first-class men. 
If the board wanted true classic architecture 
embodied in its library building, why did it 
substitute plans that do not admit of a true 
classic style?’’

world-wide prominence until he was sum- 
moned to care for the Emperor Frederick in 
his last illness, was widely known in his pro- 
fession in England and upon the continent, 
particularly in the treatment of diseases of 


the throat. Asa specialist he attracted gen- 


eral'‘notice as well by his treatises as by his 
practice, his principal work, “‘ Diseases of the 
Throat and Nose,’ having become standard, 
His services to the Emperor Frederick made 
him known the world over through the medi- 
um of the bitter controversy between the En- 
glish and German schools of medicine. The 
contest between them was one of the most 
heated and personal ever waged, and it is 
hardly over yet. It is not at all unlikely that 
his death will revive it. 

Theodore Mommsen, the eminent German 
historian, was born at Garding, in the Duchy 
of Schleswig, in 1817, and began his historical 
studies at an early age. In 1848 he filled his 
first chair of history at Leipsic, and some 
time afterwards was appointed Secretary of 
the Academy of Sciences in Berlin, in which 
position fot many years he supervised the pub- 
lication of the stupendous work known as 
“Corpus Inscriptionum Latinarum.” His 
wide learning is manifested by the numerous 


dialects, the Roman institutions, the details of 
Roman life, and the whole scope of Roman 
constitutional law, His masterpiece is his 
“History of Rome,” in which he embodied 
his vast knowledge of the subject in all its de- 
tails, and which already has become a classic. 


THE COLLAPSE OF THE LOUISIANA LOT- 
TERY. 

The full effect of the blow dealt at the 
Louisiana Lottery by the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, maintaining 
the constitutionality of the law which denied 
- it the use of the mails, is shown by the letter 
addressed to the people of Louisiana by John 
A. Morris, the principal owner and director of 
the great gambling concern. In his letter he 
serves notice that he wiliwithdraw the propo- 
sition for the rechartering of the lottery and 
retire from the field in 1894 when the present 
charter expires. In closing his letter, Mr. 
Morris says: 

Our offer was prompted as much by a ;desire 
to benefit the people of Louisiana as by the pros- 
pect of profit to ourselves from the grant as a 
business proposition. My associates and I are 
closely identified with the interests of the people 
of Louisiana, as we own much property within 
the borders of the State. Convinced that the 
granting of another lottery charter in the State 
would be the cause of continued agitation and 
discontent on the part of a number of citizens of 
Louisiana for the entire period for which a char- 
ter might be granted, we would be unwilling to 
accept such a charter even though it was given 
to us without the payment of one dollar of 
license tax. | 

The offer to which Mr. Morris refers was one 
to pay tothe State theenormous sum of $31,- 
250,000 in yearly installments of $1,250,000, for 
the privilege of carrying on the gambling busi- 
ness for twenty-five years after Jan. 1, 1894. 
Of this annual amount, $350,000 was to go to 
the public school fund, $350,000 to the levee 
fund, $80,000 to State hospitals, and the re- 
mainder to other charitable purposes—a pay- 
ment the lottery organization could well 
afford, as it takes in two dollars for 
every one it pays out in prizes and 
its business has amounted to about $30,- 
000,000 annually. It goes without saying that 
these profits have come out of the pockets of 
the poor and the working classes all over the 
United States by the most infamous species 
of gambling known, since the gamblers con- 
ducted their confidence game absolutely with- 
out any risk on their own part and with little 
expense beyond investment in a wheel and 
large salaries paid to Gen. Beauregard and 
Gen. Jubal A. Early for the use of their names 
and services for conducting the drawmgs and 
for lending an appearance of respectability to 
the operations of the gamblers. Had not Mr. 
Morris issued this letter, the proposition 
made by himself and his associates, known as 
the revenue amendment, would have been 
voted upon at the ensuing April election. As 
it is, it will not be necessary and the elimintia- 
tion of it as an issue from the State canvass 
will leave the ugly Democratic factions free 
to unite if they can,-though the struggle be- 
tween the McEnery faction and the Foster- 
Alliance combine has developed very bad 
blood, Whether they unite or agree to disa- 
gree is a matter now of little consequence, as 
the issue in which the whole country was inter- 
“ested has been taken out of the fight. 

The causes assigned by Mr. Morris for this 
sudden change of front and unconditional sur- 
render are somewhat in the nature of a pro- 
longed whine, He asserts, first, that the prop- 
osition was only made upon the representa- 
tion of prominent Democrats that the State 
ought to share in the benefits of the lottery, 
and that be was assured there would be little 
opposition to it. Second, that after the prop- 
osition was made some of those who had 
urged it became opponents of the project. 
Third, after the crusade was fairly com- 
menced came the enactment by Congress of 
the Anti-Lottery Postal law, but he was in- 
formed by leading lawyers of the State that 
** it was a violation of the rights of the State and 
freedom of the press, and such would be in 
their opinion the decision of the Supreme 
Court” in the made-up cases. Fourth, the 
Supreme Court disappointed them, for it was 
unanimous 1n sustaining the constitutionality 
of the law, the three Democrats—Fuller, 
Lamar, and Field—voting with the other 
Judges and giving the question of State's 
rights little consideration. Undoubtedly this 
decision was the immediate cause of the sur- 
render of the gamblers. Under the operation 
of the law the business of the lottery would 
have been largely confined to Louisiana, and 
under such condition the profits would not have 
been large enough to pay for the trouble of 
running it, There are other causes, however, 
which undoubtedly have conspired to bring 


about the surrender of the Morris crowd. The 


canvass in the State was by no means progress- 


try was rising in hostility to them, ana in ali 
the large cities efforts were on foot to break up 
local agencies, stop the sale of tickets, and 
suppress lottery advertising. Lastly, the gam- 
blers were menaced with still turther hostile 
legislation. Even if the Supreme Court‘de- 
cision had not been fatal, the bill recently in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. Little providing 
for an annual license of $100 and theimposi- 
tion of a stamp tax of 75 per cent ‘of the face 
value of all tickets or receipts wou)d have left 
nothing for prizes and wiped the company out 
of existence if it had become a law, as it was 
likely it woulda, |. : 3

Ex-Mayor Roche was one of the speakers at 
the meeting of ‘the Electric club aight before 
last. Hesaid in the course of his remarks: / 

A buream Of engineering with men in charge of 
each department should be established, and they 
should be,continued in ‘office in spiee’of politacal 
purposes and prejudices, Gas companies had been 
given frahchises and by piecemeal the streets had 
been kept continually torn up, with no system of 
conduits by which systematic repairs might be 
made. Ih the Commissioner of Public Works the 
welfare of our very households was involved. The 
recent failure of the water supply evidenced it. 
The speaker referred in glowing terms to the 
great engineering feats of Engineer Chesebrough, 
who. ‘he said, accomplished one of the greatest 
sewage systems of the world, built a tunnel two 
miles into the lake, perfected swinging bridges, 
and caused even the Chicago River to run an- 
other way, 
this need we wanted such an institution. 


The truth of these statements is apparent 
every day. The City of Chicago could adopt 
no more economic mersure than to select an 
accomplished engineer of national reputation, 
promise }im a permanent position, pay him a 
large saiary, and place him in charge of all 
public improvements. His salary, great as it 
might be, would be saved to the city over and 
over again. One of the greatest pieces of 
good fartune which ever,befell Chicago;was its 
securing the services of Mr. Chesebrough and 
keeping them for so many years. His meth- 
ods of work differed materially from those of 
some of his successors. Had he had charge of 
the construction of the four-mile’ tunnel it 
would not bein the condition in which it is 
now. © 

This city spends millions yearly on public 
improvements, some of them calling for engi- 
neering ability of a high order. A corpora- 
tion which had to disburse as much money 
would .hire the best men it could find, It 


‘would expect them to come high, but it would 


pay their price cheerfully, knowing that it 
would save by doing so. It is economy to 
take the advice of the best engineer, lawyer, 
or doctor, ) 

But supposing the city wére, in a sudden fit 
of cominon sense, to hire a man like Mr. 
Chesebrough, The probabilities are that the 
next administration would dismiss him or the 
next Council cut down his pay if he did not 
allow the Aldermen to name his subordinates. 
As Mr. Roche says, the services of trained, 
competent city employés should be retained 
whether the Mayor is a Republican or a Dem- 
ocrat,. When a new President of the South 
Side Street railway was elected he did not set 
out on his career by dismissing all the grip- 
men because they had been appointed by his 
predegessor. A competent city employé 
should have as sure a tenure of office asa 
bank cashier, 

There is no telling, however, when civil 
service reform will yet down to cities. It has 
made a little headway as far as the general 
government is concerned, but there it seems 
to stop. The majority of the voters of Chi- 
cago have rot learned yet that a municipal 
government is created for purely business 
purposes to atterd to a numberof matters 
which the citizens individually cannot see to. 
Most Chicagoans seem t9 have it fixed in their 
minds that the city government is merely a 
big employment agency, whose sole function 
isto give jobs of varying degrees of softness 
to the men who have worked for the party 
which happens to be in power. Until they 
get rid of that idea it is vain to hope for much 
improvement in municipal methods. One 
administration will endeavor to make re- 
forms, but a bad one will succeed it and the 
spoilsmen will have things their own way 
again. 


STATE RIGHTS AND THE ANTI-LOTTERY 

The New Orleans Picayune and Times-Dem 
ocrat.are inconsolable over the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court sustaining the 
anti-lottery law, uot because it deals a serious 
blow to a great industry which had stood_ by 
them, but because it is a blow at State 
rights. 

The Picayune says: 

The decision is an enormous step toward the 
centralization of power and the dethronement of 
State rights. It marks the growing desire of 


the people of all sections to build up a great and 
dominating power. 

The other paper says: . 

The, law is a direct attack on Louisiana's 
sovereign prerogative to manage her internal af- 
fairs in her own way. The operation of the lot- 
tery was granted by the sovereign State of 
Louisiana. The lottery industry at the present 
momentisa legitimate industry of this State. 

» « There is no reason why the General Gov- 
ernment should not pass a law to oppress and 
crush some other Louisiana industry. State 
rights, in the light of the constitutionality of the 
anti-lottery postal law decided yesterday by the 
United States Supreme Court, are practically a 
possession of the past. 

Since the foundation of the republic the 
doctrine of State rights has been used in the 
defense of many bad causes. It served the 
purposes of Mr. Jefferson during the admunis- 
tration of John Adams. The New England 
Federalists borrowed it to defend their course 
during the War of 1812. When the slavehold- 
ers rebelled they said the rights of their States 
had been invaded, and that as sovereign Com- 
monwealths they had a right to secede. And 
finally the’Supporters of a demoralizing swin- 
dle, such as the lottery is, endeavor to connect 
its downfall with that of State rights. 

It is not astonishing, in view of the fact that 
slavery and other crimes have sheltered them- 
selves!behind this doctrine, that it should not 
be a popular one, ,or that when a man be- 
gins talking about “State rights” people 
should inquire what raseality he is intending 


‘to defend. The States have rights which are 


set forth clearly in the Constitution, the pres- 
ervation of which i« most desirable. The 
General Government has no wish to invade 
them, and has not done so. It has, however, 
on sorte occasions put an end to State wrongs 
which were masquerading under the title of 
State rights. . : 


THE EXPOSITION AND THE ILLINOIS SUN- 
DAY LAW, 

At a meeting held in Chicago this week, at- 
tended by persons who do not wish to go to 
the World’s Fair Sunday and whom no one 
wishes to force to go on that day, resolutions 
were adopted insisting that those who do wish 
to go must not be allowed to do so. One of 
the whereases reads thus: 

Wangess, It is proposed to open the gates of 
the Columbian Exposition Sunday, in violation 
of the law of Illinois. 7 

This is a misstatement and the person who 
drafted the resolutions ought to have known 
it was.‘ The law of Illinois reads: 


Whoever disturbs the peace and good order of 
society by labor or by any amusement or diver- 
sion ‘Sunday shal! be fined. 


Is there any one who asserts seriously that 


‘the “ peace and good order of society” will 


be disturbed by several thousand persons go- 


_ ing to Jackson Park next summer and looking 


at the contents of some of the buildings which 
are gouig up there? Young men have been in 
the habit of going to Jackson Park Sunday and 
playing, baseball, but “the peace ana good 
order of society” have not been disturbed b 
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We needed such men, and to supply | 


this “ amusement‘or diversion.” Will they be 
disturbed if those persons go into the Exposi- 
tion Art Hall and look at the pictures and 
statues? Many go to Lincoln Park every 
Sunday and look at. the statues and animals 
there. Whose peace do they disturb? It is 
proposed that a still Exposition shall be 
opened to Sunday visitors ; that the machinery 
shall not be running, but that people may 
stroll through the buildings and look at the 
exhibits which are not under cover. 
could the fact that persons were thus en- 
gaged down at Jackson Park disturb the 
peace of the men who prepared and voted for 
these Sunday-closing resolutions, all of whom 
live miles away? | 

To show that the law of Illinois will be vio- 
lated by the opening of the Exposition Sunday 
fn the manner proposed it will be necessary 
to prove that the peace and good order of so- 
ciety are disturbed—that such an opening 
leads to riots, mobs, and disturbances, or that 
it interferes directly with people who are in 
church or spending the day quietly in their 
homes. It will not be sufficient to show that 
some people think it is wicked to go to the 
Exposition Sunday, and that they are grieved 


by the fact that there are those who will per- 


sist in doing so. The tender consciences of a 
few cannot be permitted to regulate the con- 
duct of the muititude.. Kae 

Some of the States have laws—generally ob- 
solete—which forbid labor on Sunday because 
it ig Sunday. Pennsylvania has one of them, 
which was adopted a century ago. Illinois, 
however, has long had a different statute, and 
labor, amusements, and diversions dre per- 
missible on Sunday as long as they do not 
lead to riots, or disturb those who are spend 
ing the day after their own fashion. 


THE BUILDING ORDINANCES SHOULD BE 
REVISED, 

The fire underwriters and architects of this 
city have united in asking the Council to re- 
vise the building ordinances so as to make 
them more intelligible and more stringent. 
They are now a piece of patchwork. Many 
things the doing of which ought to be forbid- 


den are allowed to be done, while some provis- > 


ions, such as the one forbidding the erection 
of frame buildings within the fire limits, are 
violated continually, partly because of the in- 
sufficiency of the penalties, mainly because of 
the indifference and neglect of the authori- 
ties. 

Commissioner O’Neill admits that the ordi 
nances are being violated perpetually, but 
after the usual official fashion he says it is be- 
cause his force of inspectors is not large 
enough. He says that instead of having one 
or two for each ward—which would make 
thirty-four or sixty-eight in all—he has but 
twenty-two, and that that is not a large enough 
force to attend to the work properly. 

If these twenty-two men were the em ployés 
of a private individual or of a corporation, 
and ‘knew that their places depended on the 
faithful discharge of their duties, they would 
stop these dangerous violations of the fire or- 
dinance, which are of almost daily occurrence. 
But if inspectors spend their time in inspect- 
ing the contents of the barrels and bottles 
kept in saloons instead of watching the man- 
ner. in which buildings are constructed a hun- 
dred would not be sufficient to enforce obe- 
dience to the ordinances. 

Unquestionably ‘the building ordinances are 
grossly defective and should be amended rad- 
ically. The fines imposed should be made 
continuous until the defects have been cured, 
and where a man has taken out a permit fora 
brick house and run up a wooden one the ille- 


gal structure should be torn down summarily.. 


An Alderman Has been amusing himself by 
putting up a frame building on the West Side 
in open defiance of law. Neither the Building 
nor the Police Derartment has been able to 
make him obey the ordinance. When a City 
Father sets such a scandalous example as this 
who can wonder that his constituents think 
that they, too, have a right to build as they 
please? 

No one who is familiar with municipal 


methods will have any faith in Mr, O’Neill’s 


panacea. If he had sixty-eight tax-eaters on 
his pay-roll—men appointed for past political 
services, with the understanding that work of 
the same kind would be expected of them in 
the future—violations would go on in the 
future as in the past. The ordinance is weak, 
but its weakness would not be so apparent if 
the ifspectors were not so loaferish. ‘Che 
root of the trouble is shiftlessness, faithless- 
ness, and corruption. One inspector sticks 
fast in a saloon and sees nothing. Another is 
more observant, but a few pieces of silver 
seal his mouth. There is need of a better 
ordinance, but much greater need of better 
men. 


Tue English Horticultural Times some time 
since made itself notorious by an attack on 
the American apple, and is now growing beld- 
er in its assertions, probably because it fiuds 
the matter acceptable to some English apple- 
growers. It says it is now admitted that 
Americans are compelled todepend on arsenic 
in solution as an insecticide in their orchards 
that this is used upon the fruit in solution till 
it is completely saturated; that it is applied 
to the fruit several. times before the latter ar- 
rives at maturity, and that if the weather con- 
tinues dry it elings to the fruit. What is not 
absorbed by the skin remains outside, form- 
ing a fine coating which must be detrimental 
to health, especially when large quantities of 
the fruit are consumed. It says thatif the 
American apple is carefully rubbed with the 
finger before it has been handled in the barrel 
a fine, delicate powder will be removed in 
most cases. This it alleges to be the arsenic 
adhering to the skin, and the fine, delicate, 
unnatural tint of the fruit is produced by the 
arsenic that has been absorbed through the 
skin. Furthermore, the Times saya it is in- 
formed by medical men that when arsenic is 
administered in small doses it stimulates the 
action of the skin and gives clearness to the 
complexion. For these reasons it has been 
extensively used by the fairer sex for years, 
‘““especially in America.’”? The English paper 
thus fulminates a gross libel upon the wome 
of America in its efforts to create or foster a 
prejudice against the apples grown in this 
country. And it makes the insult all the 
greater to claim that ‘“‘these facts are pub- 
lished from a sense of duty.”’ 


Tue reported abundance of funds at. the 
East does not very well sustain the assertion 
that there is not enough money in the country 
for the needs of business. Call loans have 
been vainly offered in New York this week, at 
2 per cent, and the bank statemént shows on 
hand large amounts in excess of the legal re- 
serve. This is a natural consequence of the 
fact that the usual annual return of cash to 
the money centers, after having been used to 
move the crops, occurs in a time of plenty of 
money. ‘There is more of it in the country to 
be accumulated than ever before, the volume 
of circulation having been much increased in 
the closing months of iast year and in Jan- 
uary. A great deal of the cash received by 
the farmers for produce has been used for the 
payment of indebtedness. They have paid off 
balances due tu merchants and lifted mort- 
gages on the farms. Many thousands of 
farmers are now out of debt for the first time 
and have a little cash ahead, while others have 
materially reduced their :ndebtedness and feel 
comparatively easy over the rest. They are 
now in a position where they could not expect 
any advantage to accrue to them from a cheap- 
ening in the purchasing power of the dollar,

There is plenty of money for those who have | 


anything to sell or have good security to offer 
for the repayment of aloan. It would not ad- 
vantage the impecunious ones to make money 
more plentiful than it ie now, because so long 
as the money 1s worth anything at all they 
could not obtain it, and if it became so 
abundant as to be at their service it would not 


buy goods. 


Tux McKinley law put on the free list the 
raw materials out of which binding twine is 
made and lowered the duty on the manufact- 
ured article to seven-tenths of a cent a pound. 
The binding twine trust, while willing to get 
the manilla and sisal grass it used free of duty, 


claimed that the protection given it was not 


sufficient, that it would have to cut down 
wages, and would go to smash generally. The 
report of the trust fur the last year shows that 
on preferred and common stock amounting 
to $15,000,000 it paid a little over 8 per cent or 
$1,300,000, and has a balance of $106,000 left 
over out of the year’s profits. It is plain 
therefore that the protection of seven-tenths 
of a cent a pound which the trust and its 
friends claimed was too small was quite large 
enough. This fine showing will encourage 
Mr. Springer to go ahead with his bill to put 
binding twine on the free list. But the trust 
has a great many Democratic friends in New 
York, New Jersey, and Massachusetts, and the 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means may find it a harder job than he im- 
agines to get his little bill through the House. 


Tas Oates Blackmailing bill, which has 
slipped through the House, should be voted 
down in the Senate or amended so long as it 
retains its present shape: No one could rea- 
sonably oppose any proposition to punish 
blackmailing when it is resorted to for the 
purpose of extorting money, end the bill 
properly provides for this, but it goes farther, 
and proposes to punish the making or threat- 


ening to make any disclosure *‘for purposes | 


of ridicule or revenge,’’ where there is no in- 
tention to extort money. Should such a bill 
be passed it goes without saying that it would 
strike at one of the most cherished privileges 
of the press, and would deprive the individual, 
and even some members of Congress, of one 
of their most potent weapons. There are 
some evils which can be reached in no other 
way than by ridicule, If Mr. Oates could 
have his way Puck, Judge, and similar publi- 
cations would have to go out of business. The 
Oates bill itself is so ridiculous as to offer a 
fitting subject for Puch, but it must produce 
its cartoon before the bill passes or Mr.

London Newspapers on the World's Fair, 

The papers of this city today devote much 
attention to the report of the Chicago Colum- 
bian Exposition made by Col. J. H. Sadler, 
British Vice-Consul in that city. The Stand- 
ard says that the trading nations of all the 
world will compé¢te at the Fair, and expresses 
the hope that British manufacturers and busi- 
ness-mmen will realize this, adding that it hard- 
ly looks as if the British Government did, 
while France is preparing to expend £80,000 
Brazil and Mexico each over £100,Q00, and 
England only £25,000, It will be a serious 
misfertune, the Standard says, if Great Brit- 
ain is not adequately represented at the Expo- 
sition. It concludes its article by expressing 
the hope that the government will not sacri- 
fice the interests of commerce by applying for 
smaller-space than is likely to be required by 
the large number of British exhibiters.

Plot Is Stale, Commonplace, and Lurid—

Paris, Feb. 4.—‘* La Menteuse,’’ a play by 
Alphonse Daudet and Hennique, was played 
tonight at the Gymnase. | 

The first performance of a work by the pop- 
ular novelist is always a Parisian event. Inu 
this case, too, the interest attaching to the 
new play was increased by the fact that 
Alphonse Daudet’s collaborateur was M. 
Hennique, au author of whom great things 
have been expected. 

I regret to say that the play itself is disap- 
pointing. Daudet will have to try again if he 
is to score the big dramatic success for -vyhich 
he has so long been hoping. 

** La Menteuse ”’ is not a great play. Above 
all, it is not interesting. The co-authors have 
taken their plot from one of the short tales 
which Daudet published - under the title of 
“Les Femmes d’Artistes.”’ 

Act I. transports us to a chateau near Ver- 
sailles in which an aged Countess is living 
with her son, her hiece, and her son’s friend, 
an abbé. The Countess has a visit from a 
lady whom she has met in society. Shelearns 
that the lady is not over-respectable, and 
But the son, 
who loves the intruder, vows that he will Jeave 
wi-hher. On this his mother curses him. 

We are in Pans when we get to ActII. The 
son has married the adventuress and accepted 
asmall postin the government service. His 
wife is supposed to be giving music lessons,

In Act III. the wife poisons herself from fear 
of her husband’s vengeance. The husband, 
who has been away, in search of proof 
of her infamy, returns to find her dy- 
ing. . During his absence he has learned that 
his spouse has never given any music lessons 
and has been unfaithtul to-him. While the 
unhappy woman is in the agony he upbraids 
her as a liar and tells her she does not even 
know her own real name. At the very moment 
when she expires the door opens anid a man 
enters. He sees the dead woman and identifies 
her as his own wife, 

I need not say that this plot is very stale 
and commonplace and lurid. It hasdone duty 
for many other French plays. “La Men- 
teuse ’’ will hardly live long, 

The leading part of the “Liar” is inter- 
preted by Mlle. Sisos, who, in the last act, 
wears an exquisite crépe Messing gown, which 
the Parisians say is by far the best thing in 
the piece... M. Duflos plays the part of the 
husband. He made a g¢g impression, es- 
pecially in the death scene, when he told the 
story of an actor’s wife who had died. The 
only marked hit of the evening, however, 
apart from Mlle, Sisos’ costumes, was scored 
by a young actor named Barguet in the rdle of 
the abbé. rn

‘COMMEKCIAL TARIFFS AND TREATIES. 


Letters of French Foreign Office with Re- 
gard to United States Treaty. 

Paris, Feb, 4.—A yellow book was issued 
today which contains the letiters that during 
the months of November and December 
passed between M. Ribot, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, and the French Chargé d’Affaires 
at Washington, regarding the admission into 
the United States of French sugars. 

Nov, 20 M. Ribot wrote to M. Desprez, the 
French Chargé d’Affaires at Washington, that 
the Chamber of Deputies had just adopted a 
tariff On salt meats, the prohibition of the im- 
port of which would shortly be raised, and 
that the United States was thus about to ob- 
tain the entry for meats so long dasired and 
so earnestly insisted upon. The Foreign 
Minister adds: *‘ We now consider ovrselves 
entitied to ask the United States for certain 
concessions equally pressing to our own 
commerce, and we therefore urge that the 
present customs conditions concerning’ im- 
portation into the United States of French 
sugars be maintained by applying Sec, 3 of 
the McKinley bill.”’ M. Ribot, moreover, ex- 

ressed the hope that the same treatment at 
least would be accorded France as was con- 
ceded to Germany in return for raising the 
prohibition against the importation of Amer- 
ican salt pork. 

In reply to this Jetter M. Desprez wrote un- 
der date of Dec. 16 that the advantages ac- 
corded Germany by the United States were 
not in consideration of the removal of the 
prohibition against pork, but were due to 
promises made by Germany that exports from 
the United States destined for that country, 
including grain, should have the benefit of 
the same redu tariff that was conceded to 
Austria.

French Expedition in Africa, 

A dispatch has been received Here from 
Maj. de Brussea, the well-known French ex- 
plorer, who is in command of the Chari and 
Lake Tchad expedition in Africa. He says 
that he finds it the wiser plan not to carry out 
his intention to punish the hostile tribes that 
attacked Fourneau’s expedition, which set out 
Jast year to explore the Valley of Sangha 
Bayen, Central Soudan, and the French Con- 
go, but that he should confine himself to es- 
tablishing friendly relations with hospitable 
chiefs, with a view to the formation of a chain 
of military posts from the coast to Lake 
Tchad, Such acourse, he adds, would be a 
great aid in the extension of French influence 
in that part of Africa. 

Fourneau’s expedition, above mentioned, 
was attacked by natives in August last. Six- 
teen of its members were killed and thirty- 
one, including Fourneau himself, were wound- 
ed, . All the merchandise and many rifles were

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SENTENCES OF CHILEAN RIOTERS, 


Judge Foster Sends the Three Guilty Men 
to Prison—Muast Pay Damages. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | | 

Vaparaiso, Feb. 4.—Judge of Crimes Fos- 
ter today passed sentence m the long-pending 
and much-discussed Baltamore assault case of 
Oct. 16, 1891. Hissentence is subject to review 
by the Court of Appeals. ‘the argumentcovers 
180 pages and goes all over again the evidence 
against the accused and compares it closely 
with the evidence presented by the prisoners. 
The finding ot the court is as follows: 

Carlos Arena, alias Gomez, sentenced to 
540 days’ imprisonment for wounding Will- 
iam Turnbull, the coal-heaver of the Balti- 
more, who died of his injuries; 800 days for 
public disorder, 60 days for carrying a 
knife, and 20 days for giving an assumed 
name. This makes a'total of 920 days. 

José Ahumada, sentenced to 320days im- 

prisonment for injuring Turnbull, 
_ Frederico Rodriquez sentenced to 140 days 
imprisonment for wounding Boatswainsmate 
es W. Riggin, another of the murdered 
American seamen, for public disorder and for 
carrying a knife. It is held by Judge Foster 
that the evidence does not show that Rodri- 
quez killed Riggin. On the contrary, it is 
claimed that Riggin’s death was caused by a 
shot which was fired by some unknown per- 
son, 

Gomez and Rodriquez, under the Chilean 
penal code, must pay the families of Turnbull 
and Riggin damages. ‘These damages are 
recoverable by civil suit.

MRS. OSBORNE IN HANDS OF POLICE, 


Gives Herself Up Voluntarily to Save Her 
yy Husband from Further Disgrace. 

Loxpon, Feb. 4.—Mrs. Florence Ethel Os- 
borne has surrendered herself to the authori- 
ties entirely of her own volition. Capt. Os- 
borne, it will be recalled, married the lady 
after Mrs. Hargreaves had charged her with 
the theft of her jewels, and he was a firm be- 
liever in her innocence until indisputable 
proof of her guilt was laid before him. He 
has stood by her in all her troubles, and had 
expressed to her his willingness to join her and 
accompany her in flight to a more remote re- 
gion if she so desired. 

She thought it better, however, for her to 
return and stand trial, and thus, if possible, 
gave her husband from the further conse- 
quences of the act for which she was alone re- 
sponsible. It is said that Mrs. Osborne ex- 
pects to be confined in May. 

Upon the arrival at Dover of the channel 
steamer from Calais today Mra, Osborne came 
ashore accompanied by a detective. The de- 
tective and the lady were met by several po 
licemen, who escorted them to the way 
station, where they took the 4:25 p. m., train 
for London.

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PARLIAMENT OF RELIGIONS. 


‘Proposed Conference of Representatives of 


All Creeds During the Worid’s Fair. 

A meeting of the members of the Church 
club was held last evening at No. 103 Adams 
street to hear a repors.read by the Rev. Dr. J. 
H. Barrows, Chairman of the general com- 
mittee having in charge all the religious con- 
gresses, whose special committees are now at 
work organizing a Parliament of Religions to 
meet during the World’s Fair. | 

The Rev. Dr. Barrows reported that much 
progress had been made by the various com- 
mittees and that the project of holding a Par- 
liament of Religions had met with the sympa- 
thy of the repregentatives of nearly every 
religious creed, as well as that o 
the Hebrews and Mohammedans. He read a 
number of letters from sympathizers with tne 
eps om Some were dated from Calcutta, 

adras, Japan, Constantinople, England, Ire- 
land, and Canada. His Eminence Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore, Archbishop Ireland of 
innesota, Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia, 
the Rev. Dr. Huntington of New York, Bishop 
Williams of Connecticut, Sir Edwin Arnold, 
and William E. Gladstone also sent letters in- 
dorsing the proposed congress. 

“The committee proposes,”’ said the Rev. 
Dr. Barrows im-conclusion, “to bring together 
for the first time in the world representatives 
of all known creeds with their views of the 
various truths that these. religions teach in 
common, and to set forth for public record 
an accurate account of the state of religion 
throughout the countries of the world.” — 

Before the meeting adjourned the Rev. J. R. 
Morrison said: ‘*I do not believe there  an- 
other community in the world able to carry 
out a program like ours and make it asuccess. 
We feel as though it were a new era dawning, 
and that possib)y this great gathering of the 
nations here in Chicago is to make a~ turning 
point in the evangelization of the world.” 


LEFT MANY PATRONS TO MOURN. 


The Police Looking for ‘the Manager of a 
Merchandise Association. 

A warrant is in the hands of the police for 
the arrest of Samuel Carpenter, General Man- 
ager of the Chicago General Merchandise As- 
sociation, Room 612, No. 265 Dearborn street. 

It is claimed that Carpenter has swindled 
patrons of the association out of many thou- 
sands of dollars. Just how extensive the al- 
leged swindle is the police do not as yet know. 
They have a list of 200 subscribers to the 
scheme, but have not learned the indivadual 
losses of each. The victims are, however, in 
the majority of cases laboring men and serv- 
ant-girls. 

Carpenter has closed up the establighment 
and disappeared, but F. Votler, his clerk, was 
found and placed under arrest yesterday. The 
officers do not believe he wasa patty to the 
scheme. He was released on bail furnished 
by R. Donnelly of the Eureka Furnishing 
company, for which he has been working since 
the departure of Carpenter. 

According to the circular of _ the 
General Merchandise Association subscribers 
who paid in $17 in weekly installments were 
to receive $40 in cash less 15 per cent or mer- 
chandise to the value of $0. If a subscriber 
failed to meet one of the weekly payments he 
was dropped from the list. The circular claimed 
there would be enough la to enable the 
association to pay those who held on $40, less 
15 per cent, for the $17 invested. 

C. A. Beckman of No, 163 Chicago avenue 
called at the office of.the association several 
days ago to receive his premium, but found 
the place closed. He tried to tind Carpenter, 
and failing, swore out a warrant for his ar- 
rest. 


ANTI-TRUST LAWS IN DISFAVOR, 


Sash and Blind Manufacturers Would Like 
to See Them Repealed. 

The sash, door, and blind men, who have 
so often in the last year held turbulent meet- 
ings at the Tremont, once more adjourned 
last night without accomplishing their ob- 
ject. That object is the formation of a trust. 
They separated last night with uncompliment- 
ary remarks regarding the Anti-Trust Law 
and the farmers who demand its enforcement. 
“*No class of men,”’ said one of them, “so 
badly need a trust as those present at this 
meeting. They cannot go on much longer 
selling their product at less than cost.”’ 

The meeting was not that of the Manufact- 
urers’ Association, although it was presided 
over by the President of that organization, 
George M..Curtis of Clinton, Ia. It was at- 
tended by both manufacturers and jobbers, 
and the seemingly unanswerable queetions 
before them were: Could they become incor- 
porated with the present law in force, and if 
not, how could a trust be formed without be- 
ing incorporated? The questions were referred 
back to a committee which will report at a 
second meeting which this committee will call. 

While nothing definite was done the mem- 
bers separated with at least the unanimous 
conviction that the time had arrived when the 
cutting of prices must cease. Hitherto verbal 
agreements as to prices have not been lived 
up to, but it is now felt that, in the present 
desperate circumstances, if nothing more can 
be done a renewal of these verbal agreements 
will be faithfully kept. It is probable that 
the mills which were recently shut down will 
continue closed until the next meeting in 
order to stop the overproduction, which has to 
a certain degree caused the present trouble 
and the threatened failures in business.

‘MANY ASKING ADVICE. 


OWNERS OF SMOKING CHIMNEYS 
LOOKING FOR REMEDIES. 


Business-Men Beginning to Take an Inter- 
est in the Work of the Prevention Soci- 
ety-—The Inspectors So Well Encouraged 
That They Propose to Tackle the Edi- 
son Company’s Notorious Soot- Belcher— 
A Sample Nuisance on Wabash Avenue 
—Many Cases Continued. 

The. smokestack of the building No, 185 to 
187 Wabash avenue daily pours forth a vol- 
ume of smoke that helps to darken the at- 
musphere of Chicago and fill it with soot. The 
chimney there is a sample offender. The 
building is occupied by the Wheeler & Wilson 
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CHIMNEY Nos. 185 anp 187 WABASH AVENUE. 


sewing machine concern. The smokestack is 
on, the north and south alley, between State 
street and Wabash avenue, near the tall “sub- 
stantial chimney of the Palmer House. The 
latter is ordinarily not among the worst, but 
it does smoke at times. It cannot enter into 
competition with the little chimney just across 
the alley, however. The smoke from the lat- 
ter is almost black enough to make one be- 
lieve that solid coal is rising through it. 

The Society for the Prevention of Smoke is 
beginning to realize some of the fruits of its 
work. The publication of its past efforts and 
visits seems to be awakening business-men to 
their duty. Itis the first time that advice is 
offered free of charge by an inspector who 
has no policeman standing behind him. Two 
inquiries were received yesterday from firms 
desiring to be instructed as to the best means 
to preventsmoke. Donohue & Heneberry ad- 


, mitted in their lettor that it was reported that 


their chimney was a bad smoker, and they de 
sired the society’s engineers to examine their 
pliant and make recommendations to remedy 
the nuisance. Palmer, Fuller & Co., at Union 
and West Twenty-seeund streets, wanted to 
know how to burn shavings in such a way as 
to produce no smoke. This is apparently a 
new problem, All the efforts’ in the hne of 
smoke abatement have in the past heen con- 
cerned with coal smoke and the problem of 
the perfect combustion of coal. Now comes 
the question of burning wood and shavings. 
‘It seems to me to be our duty to endeavor to 
prevent smoke,’’ said Seeretary Phelps. “ It 
is not specified that we shal! confine ourselves 
to coal smoke so we will have to wrestle with 
this matter too. It is certainly encouragmg 
that business-mén are beginning to come to 
us for advice. There has been an impression 
abroad that our business-men are obstinate 
and do not want to pay any attention to the 
abatement of the smoke nuisance. Mr. White 
and myself never believed that this was the 
correct view. We think that most of our 
business-men are willing .to do away with 
smoke if they know how to go about it. And 
the way 1n which they are meeting’us every- 
where and inviting our assistance seems to 
confirm ‘that view. It is easy enough to un- 
derstand how they should come _ to 
neglect proper precautions. ‘They cannot be 
expected to become experts in the matter of 
combustion themselves, To hire expert as- 
sistance is expensive, and if they go into the 
question of smoke burners there are a hun- 
dred devices, each of which is claimed to be 
the best. It is natural that they should be- 
come desperate. If they are fined for mak- 
ing smoke it may have the effect of only ag- 
gravating the matter, unless every other 
means has been exhausted previousiy. The 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke will fur- 
nish advice gratuitously, and it seems that the 
business-men will avail themselves of it.’’ 


Will Tackle a Chronic Offender. 


Within a short time the officers will make 
an effort to win the Chicago Edison compa- 
ny over to the right side. This concern is 
and has been for years maintainingone of the 
most offensive smoke nuisances in the city. 
The efforts of the Health Department have 
been useless. Various pretexts were used to 
gain time, and when they were exhausted fines 
were imposed, but no improvement followed. 
The onlg change for the better was an exten- 
sion of the; smokestack to reach a height that 
the smoke could not be blown right into the 
windows of adjoining buildings. There wasa 
time when it was impossible to open a win- 
dow in the upper floors of the Rookery Build- 
ing, on account of the smoke from the Kdi- 
son company’s building. The smokestack 
now reaches almost as high as that of the 
Home Insurance Building and thus relieves 
the immediate neighborhood to some extent 
of the intolerable nuisance. But the smok- 
ing goes right on as badly as ever. The officers 
of the Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
will soon begin to labor with the proprietors, 
with a view of bringing about substantial im- 
provements in place of mere makeshifts. It 
appears to be, without close examination, an 
aggravated case of close quarters and over- 
crowded boilers. 

There will be a meeting of the directors of 
the Society for the Prevention of Smoke to- 
morrow, when the work of the officers up to 
date will be passed upon. Consulting Enzgi- 
neer White spent yesterday in examining the 
plant in the Pullman Building.

THE GREAT IRON BEAM TRUST BROKEN. 


Foreign and Indiana bussintnetinvers Force 
a Fall in Prices and a Break.* 

New Yorx, Feb. 4.—The great iron beam 
pool, comprising most of the powerful iron 
beam firms im the country, has ‘collapsed, 
owing to internal differences and outside com- 
petition. This combination was formed two 
years ago and originally included the Passaic 
rolling mills of Paterson, N. J., the New 
Jersey Steel and Iron company of Trenton, N. 
J., A. P. Roberts & Co. of Pencryd, Pa., the 
Phoenix Iron company of Phoenixville, Pa., 
and Carnegie, Phipps & Co. of Pittsburg, Pa. 
Then six other firms were taken into the com- 
bination, among them the Illinois Steel com- 
pany of Chicago. 

This pool raised the price of iron beams 
from 2,8 cents per pound to 3,1 cents. Lately, 
because of competition from Western com- 

anies outside the combination—notably, the 

ndianapolis rolling -mills—and of foreign 
competition, the foreign beams entirely con- 
trolling the Boston market, although having 
no control here, the rate has gone down to 2.3 
cents for foreign beams and 2.4 for American. 
Last week the Illinois Steel company called a 
meeting of the combination for Thursday, 
Friday, and’ Saturddy. This company 
wished to have the price Jof beams lowered 
to 25 cents in order that they might 
compete successfully with the Indianapolis 
mills, which are outside the combination. The 
Eastern firms also wished a reduction in order 
to meet the foreign trade more nearly on a 
price, but they did not desire so great a re- 
duction. In the.discussion of this point there 
arose a disagreement concerning the allot- 
ment of percentages, in which the Carnegie 
Sruaneny were opposed to the others. This 
resulted in an ultimatum to the Carnegie 
company, which they rejected, and finally in 
the collapse of the trust. ‘The result will be a 
drop in prices for a time and a general shake- 
up in the market. .

HULL HOUSE A MODEST EXAMPLE. 


Miss Jane} Addams Talks of the Aims and 
Objects of the Settlement. 

Miss Jane Addams-spoke ofthe influence of 

the Hull House settlement, saying among 


other things: 
The social settloment of which Hull House of 
thieago claims to be a modest example is an at- 
tempt to know the “masses” as one neighbor 
knows another neighbor. The “residents” of 
such a settlement live among the masses as near- 
ly as possible without a sense of difference. They 
po a to have added the social function to democ- 
racy. The social organization has broken down 
through large districts of our great cities. Prac- 
ony nothing is done to remedy this. The peo- 
ple who might do it, whp have the social tact and 
training, the large honses, and the traditions of 
custom and hospitality, live in other parts of the 
city. The club-houses, libraries, galleries, and 
semi-public conveniences for social life are also 
blocks away. In every huge manufacturing towa 
we find workmen organized into armies of 
producers use men of executive ability 
and business sagacity have found it tw 
their interest to thus organize them; but they 
are not organized socially; although often living 
in crowded tenement houses, they are living 
without a corresponding social contact. Their 
ideas and resources are cramped. _ a 
_ A settlement” is a protest against such divis- 
ion. The movement is based upon the — 
sophic thought of such men as Thomas H. en, 
upon the social theories of men like Charles 
gsley and Dennison Maurice, upon the burn- 
ing lectures of Arnold Toynbee. These men and 
many others have recognized the maladjustment 
in ory ae life ever since the great inventions in 
inacbinery inaugurated the well-named “ indus- 
trial revolution.” ; 

We are fast feeling the pressure of this mal- 
adjustment in America and reaching the necessi- 
ty for action. Noone realizes more keenly than 
the experimenters themselves how inadequate 
they are to attempt the action, but they have 
been driven to it from another direction. We 
have in America a fast-growing number of so- 
called “favored”’ young people who have no rec- 
ognized outlet for their active faculties. They 
hear constantly of this social maladjustment, but 
no way ie provided for them to help and theirown 
uselessness hangs about them heavily. These 
young people have had tho advantage of colleges, 
of Earo travel, of philosophic lectures, and 
economic study; but they are sustaining this 
shock of inaction. This young life, so sincere in 
its good phrases and yet so undirected, seems to 
me as pitiful as the other great mass of deStitute 
lives. One is supplemental to the other and some 
method of communication can surely be devised. 

To turn to strictly educational matters we find 
that these are more democratic in their polit- 
ical than in their social aspects. There ere public 
schools in the poorest and most crowded wards 
of the city, but in these wards there are many 
citizens who never come under the influence of a 

rofessional teacher after they are 14 years old. 
hey need further teaching and inspiring, -which 
requires neighborhooa methods, for it is true of 
people who have been allowed to remain undevel- 
oped and whose faculties are inert and sterile 
that they cannot take their learning heavily. It 
has to be ditfu in a social atmosphere. In- 
formation held in solution is a medium of fellow- 
ship and good will can be assimilated by the dull- 
est. The university extension movement empha- 
sizes the social side of teaching, not only for the 
leasure that it gives, but that it may make learn- 
pass electricaily as from friend to friend. 


INDICTMENT, 


IT CONSTITUTES AN 


George A, Schilline’s Assertions Concerning 
the Subject Under Discussion. 

In ‘the course of his remarks George A. 
Schilling said: 

The question propounded by the Secretary of the 
Sunset club constitutes an indictment against the 
procs t order of things. By asking “ How would 

uplift the masses?"’ two propositions are im- 
pliedly admitted. First, t the masses are op- 
pressed. Second, that their uplifting can be ac* 
complished by human agencies. If these masses 
are Sapeensed there must be sumething or some- 
body which oppresses them. The Prohibitionist 
wo tell you of the millions of dollars expended 
forrum, That there is entirely too much money 
expended for strong drink by rich and pocr alike 
I both grant and regret, but l emphatically deny 
that the oppression of the masses can or ever 
will be removed bythe probibition agitation. 

The daily strikes and conténtions in the labor 
world, through organized effort in which they 
often succeed, is an evidence that the workers 
exercise somewhat the element of choice, but 
the difference is, after all, not one of kind, but of 
degree, and I boldly assert that hunger, cold, the 
fear of future uncertainties, the love for wife 
and offspring constitute the modern argument by 
which workers are persuaded to enter an 
ag ment. The principle in modern society 
whi is responsible for the exploitation of labor 
is the principle of legalized privilege. It con- 

sists in the mosopoly of land, the monopoly of 
money, the monopoly of patents. These three 
factors constitute the magnetism by which 
the possessing classes increase their 
wealth at the expense of labor. 
Abolish all your present land laws. Make occu- 
pancy and use the only title and you will have 
done much towards the uplifting of the masses 
by restoring to them those natural opportunities 
and resources upon which ‘their energies may be 
employed and the substantiation of lifo secured, 
conditions, from w usurious interest 
results. 

Now the Western farmer, at a certain time of 
the yeaf before his crop is ripe or marketed, 
feels the need of various kinds of commodities. 
There are numerous merchants in the cities that 
wish tosellthem, but the farmer cannot make 
the ——- until he calls on a third party—the 
banker who loans him the ony | at so mush per 
eent and takes a mortgage on hist farm. To my 
mind, the banker in this transaction only 
acted as the insurance agent of credit 
to the farmer forthe merchant. If this view of 
the case is true, it seems to me that the wiser 
course would be for the merchants and mannu- 
facturers of the cities to invite their fellow farm- 
ers to join them in the organization of credit on 
a scientific basis. This could be done by each 
pledging to the association sufficient property, b 
mortgage or otherwise, upon which mutua 
money could be issued to all members of the 

pe oon” at cost, in proportion to the property 
pledged. 

The more diversified the industrial and commer- 

- cial interests would be in this association the 
greater would be its power for good. This is 
what we Anarchists call the Mutual Bank, This 
is to constitute in the future free society, the hub 
of the industrial wheel, which sends forth its 
blessings of free money and free credit to all those 
drawn within its magic circie, When that time 
comes, as I believe it will, the manufacturers and 
the merchants will no longer be driven to the wall 
> by excessive interest on sound collateral, while 
the farmers will be enabled thereby to use their 
wealth by pledging it as the basis of their credit 
atthe minimum cost of what is necessary to 
operate the bank.

Rabbi Girsch Gives His Solution of the 
Problem. 

Rabbi E. G. Hirsch spoke, in brief, as fol-

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LOCAL DEMOCRATS AGAIN DIVIDED 
OVER CARTER HARRISON. 


A Proposition to Make Him Chairman 
of the Local Reception Committee of the 
Democratic National Convention Causes 
Trouble—Probabilities as to the Proposed 
Wigwam-— W hatGen. Henderson’s Friends 
Are Doing—How the Other Candidates 
Feel+~Men Mentioned for Aldermen. 

Carter H. Harrison is likely to attract a 
great deal of attention in connection with the 
coming Democratic National convention. The 
fight is already on and the first round took 
place at the Iroquois club yesterday, when the 


. committee composed of John P. Altgeld, A. 


T. Ewing, John P. Hopkins, Adoiph Kraus, 
Charles Kern, A. ¥F. Seeberger, and Ald. 
Gahan met to nominate the five standing com- 
mittees—Reception, Finance, Hall, Printing, 
and Trarsportation. These committees are 
to be coinposéd of fifteen members each, and 
the committee which met yesterday is to pre- 
pare a list of names for each and submit it to 
the general committee. The lists were to 
have been submitted yesterday, but Secretary 
S. P. Shéerin of the Nahoral committee sug- 
gested t nothing be done in this matter 
until his,return from Indiana tomorrow. 

All of the members of the Nominating com- 
mittee were not present yesterday and noth- 
ing defitlite was settled, but a determined ef- 


the head of the Reception committee, and the 
proposifion was vigorously opposed. 

The point was at once raised, when Mr. Har- 
rison’s pame was suggested, that he was not a 
Democrat, and that it would be a gross insult 
to the Democrats of the country to place such 
aman dn the Reception committee as Chair- 
man. Mr, Harrison was proposed by Adolph 
Kraus,,who promptly resented the charge and 
declargd that there was not a better Democrat 
than My. Harrison in the city, or in L[llirois, 
for that matter. The recent remarks of Mayor 
Grant 6f New York were thrown. up to Mr. 
Kraus”*as an example of the feeling of the 
Demog¢rats of the nation in reference to Mr. 
Harrison. Those opposing the ex-Mayor declare 
that the members of the National committee 
would feel hurt if Mr. Harrison should be 
given a position of such prominence and one 
that would bring them in such close relations 
with him. The matter is not settled by any 
means, and it is intimated that the ex-Mayor’s 
friends will force the committee tou give him 
They claim that 
it 1s all nonsense to accuse him of not being 
a good Democrat because he ran against 
Cregier last spring. 

Disposition of Seats. 

When the matter of placing all seats over 
5,000 in the hands of the local committee was 
suggested to Secretary Sheerin of the National 
cominittee, he said it would never do at all 
and that the subcommittee of the National 
committee would never consent to it. He 
said that all Chicago was expected to do was 
to furnish the hall and the money and that the 
National committee would take care of the 
seats. The local people thought it would be 
fair to place 5,000 seats at the disposal of the 
National commuttee and then sell the remain- 
ing 10,000, or give them in exchange for sub- 
scriptions,

Carpen- 
ter square on the West Side, bounded by Car- 
penter street, Randolph, Morgan, and Wash- 
ington boulevard, was mentioned in the event 
the site on Michigan avenue has io be aban- 
doned. It is claimed that Montgomery 
Ward, who has an injunction against any- 
thing being erected on the property north of 
the armories, will not object to the wigwam. 
Mr. Sheerin has telegraphed the situation to 
Chairman Brice and asked for further instruc- 
tions. He returned to Indiana last evening 
and will be back tomorrow, and will meet the 
local committees. 


HOPE GEN, HELDERSON WILL RUN, 
Republicans Are Earnestly Advocating His 
Candidacy. 

Several Jleading Republicans gave expression 
to the opinion yesterday that Congressman 
Henderson could unite the opposition to Gov. 
Fifer if he would only consent to the use of 
hisnameand become an active candidate for 
the nomination.

IMPORTANCE OF LAKE SHIPPING. 


Secretary Holbrook of the Muskegon Board 
of Trade Furnishes Interesting Figures. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.]— 

The House Commerce committee today con- 

tinued its hearing on the lake improvements. 

Among those heard was F. H. Holbrook, Sec- 

retary of the Muskegon Board of Trade, He 

had prepared two parallel columns with maps, 
one representing ten States of the East, New 

York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 

and the six New England States, known as the 

‘North Atlantic Division.’’ The other the 

first ten States of the West beyond the Alle- 

ghany Mountains and known as the Middle 

West Division or group. The Eastern District 

had New York and the Western Chicago fora 

trade center. He showed that in 1860 these 
two divisions hada population as follows: 

The Eastern Division 10,706,484, and the 

Western 9,091,879, but that in 1890—thirty 

years later—tne Eastern Division had in- 

creased to 17,570,442 and the Western Division 
had increased to 21,847,752, the latter passing 
the former by over 4,000,000 population. In 
railway mileage, Jan. 1, 1890, the Eastern 

Division showed 25,290 miles, while the West- 

ern showed 70,378 miles. In tonnage move- 

ment by water, the entire foreign shipping to 
ard from all seaports of the United States for 

1889 was 26,983,313 tons; the tonnage move- 

ment on the great lakes for 1889 was 51,203,- 

106 tons, of which Lake Michigan is credited 

with 18,571,281 tons,or more than one-third 

of all. The population in the |Eastern Divis- 
ion had increased 6,863,558 in thirty years, or 
an average foreach decade of 2,287,851. In 

the Western Division it had increased 12,755,- 

873, or an average of 4,251,857 for each decade. 

If each district simply duplicated what had 

been accomplished in the last three decades 

the Eastern would have, thirty years hence, a 

population of 24,433,600 and the Western would 

have 34,603,625. 

Mr. Holbrook stated that the district made 
the city, not the city the district; that the 
Middle Western Division is greater than the 
North Atiantic Division in area, in population, 
in railway mileage, in shipping, and adds to 
its population 4,251,957 as often as the East- 
ern Division adds 2,287,851. The effect isseen 
in the two trade centers, New York and Chi- 
eago; the former added last decade 24; »202 to 
its population, while Chicago added 585,391. 
There can be but one result, Chicago in 1910 
will be the largest city in the United States. 
But Chicago cannot do all the distributing and 
manufacturing, too, for this district any 
more than can New York for the East. His- 
tory will repéat itself; the same forces that are 
building Chicago, enabling it to rival New 
York in commercial supremacy; will build up 
cities around Chicago rivaling the cities around 
New York. In the Eastern district the cities 
having good harbors like Philadelphia, New- 
ark, Jersey City, Bridgeport, New Haven 
Fall River, Providence, Albany, Troy, an 
many others have taken .the lead, Many of 
the rts of Michigan and Wisconsin are

The services of these rhen, it is claimed, 
are gratuitous, but they are responsible for 
the faithful carrying out’ of the association’s 
avowed objects. 

E, J. Hutchison, late of the Merchants’ 
Freight Bureau, has recently been appointed 
General Agent of the new association and has 
charge of its affairs, 

The association, the officers claim, while ex- 
pecting to secure the lowest rates possible, 
means to'do it in an open and lawful manner. 
To accomplish this object they say they wiil 
have the choice of four sets of differential 
rates now in effect from New York to Chicago 
and seven lines over which these rates apply. 
These differentials on first-class freight 
are 5, 8, 10, and 15 cents a hundred pounds 
less than the rate exacted by the — 
lines. It is also claimed to be the purpose o 
thé association to mass consignments at New 
York for simultaneous shipment to get the 
benefit of carload rates and offering for ship- 
ment such quantities of freight as will war- 
rant the transportation companies in running 
rai same through to Chicago on express 

ime. 

It is also stated that the association has 
many members whose shipments are made 4l- 
most exclusively by express, These shipments 
being uncontrolled by law advantages are to 
be gained by united action of shippers. 

The Merchants’ and Shippers’ Association 
has been chartered under the a of the State 
of Lilinois and its objects' are stated in its by- 
laws as follows: 


To protect its members from losses and over- 
charges in the transportation of merchandise and 
the settlement of claims arising therefrom, to 
secure the best possible rates from transportation 
companies and common carriers, and such other 
matters as may properly come before it. 


EASTERN MANAGERS COULDN’T AGREE 


Mileage Allowance on Refrigerator Cars 
- Will Not Be Reduced. 

The meeting of the General Managers of 
the roads running east from Chicago held yes- 
terday at Chairman Blanchard’s office in 
““The Rookery” did not succeed in settling 
the question of mileage on refrigerator cars 
owned by private concerns or the question of 


restoring charges for switching and drayage - 
-at Chicago. 


The Chicago and Grand Trunk 
in connection with its own main line 
and the Wabash in connection with the Cana- 
dian Pacific refused absolutely tc redu.e the 
mileage allowance on refrigerator cirs below 
one cent a mile, for the. reason that the latter 
had a contract at that amount which could 
not be abrogated, The Grand Trunk, how- 
ever, was willing to reduce the mileage allow- 
ance to three-fourths of a cent via the Niagara 
frontier and an effort was made to make the 
reduction via the direct routes. The Lake 
Shore and Michigan Central roads, however, 
insisted that the reduction must apply via 
Montreal as well as via the Niagara frontier 
antl consequently no action could be taken. 

As regards the proposition to restore switch- 
ing and drayage charges at Chicago no con- 
clusion could be reached, principally because 
the Western lines were at variance with the 
Eastern roads. After a long and fruitless dis- 
cussion it was decided to create a committee 
consisting of the general | freight agents of the 
various roads running east from Chicago to 
meet with a similar coinmittee of the Western 
lines next Thursday |withia view of reaching 
an agreement. 


CONSIDERING SUGAR RATES. 


The Trans-Missouri Freight Association 
Considers an Advance. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 4.—The California 
sugar rate was under discussion by the Trans- 
Missouri Freight Association today. The com- 
mittee made areport this morning and sug- 
gested the advisability of raising the rate from 
65 cents to $1 to Missouri River points. This 
was just exactly as was predicted at the time 
the Kansas Commissioners ordered that the 
rate to Wichita and Salina should be reduced 
and not based on a Missouri River basis with 
the local freight added. 

If this suggestion is put into effect, and it 
doubtless will be, it will practically drive Cali- 
fornia sugar out of the Missouri River mar- 
ket, and Kansas towns will be obliged to buy 
Eastern sugar, as the California refineries will 
sell sugar in this territory only delivered at 
the Missouri River. It looks much as though 
Kansas wholesale towns had got themselves 
into a worse fix than ever. With no California 
sugar in the market prices will go up on East- 
ern refined sugar and the interior towns will 
have to pay the extra cost. 


FOR AN AIR LINE TO NEW YORK. 


Ex-President Finney of the “ Soo” Prepar- 
ing for the Work. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Feb, 4.—[Special.]—Ex- 
President Finney of the “Soo” iine proposes 
to build an air line trom Chicago to New York 
and he is now in New York making prelimi- 
nary arrangements. He outlines his plan as 
follows: ‘‘A straight line drawn from Chica- 
go to New York City passes almost directly 
through Cleveland, O., and a straight line 
from Cleveland to New York is about 234 
miles shorter than the distance between the 
said cities by way of Buffalo and Albany. 
Now. with the enormous volume of business 
between Chicago, the great depot of the west, 
ami New York, the great seaboard port of 
America, it seems as if asaving of 234 miles 
in distance and of six hours in time by express 
trains would warrant an outiay sufficient to 
accomplish the construction of such a rail- 
way.” 


Early History of Railroads, 

A correspondent writes to Tue Tripune re- 
garding an article in yesterday’s Trisung 
about tne first railroad built in Illinois. The 
httle road from Chester to Alton, he says, was 
not the first railroad constructed in the Mis. 
sissippi Valley. It is true, however, that it 
was the first railroad in Illiuois. During 
the years 1829 and the railroad 
from New Orleans (old city) to Lake 
Pontchartrain was completed and put in oper- 
ation. This was the first railroad in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley east of the river, while the road 
running from Alexandria to Lecompte, La., 
completed shortly after, was the first railroad 
west of the Mississippi. The South Carolina, 
and Ohio, and Amboy railroads 
were constructed between 1826 and 1832, when 
the Baltimore and WUhio substituted the loco- 
motive for horse-power; | but none ‘of them 
was completed as early as the Louisiana roads 
were. 


Rejected Bryant's Bid for the Road. 

Batrimore, Md., Feb, 4.—[Special.}—The 
Finatce Commissioner today decided to re. 
ject the proposition of Gen. Bryant, repre- 
senting the Norfolk and Western railroad syn- 
dicate, for the purchase of the controlling in- 
terest in the Western Maryland railroad. One 
of the commissioners stated that the city has

HELP FOR THE NEEDY. 


THE RELIEF AND AIDSOCIRTY OUT- 


LINES ITS WORK, 


A Letter from the Executive Committee 
to William J. Onahan in Reply to His 
Communication—The Committee Thinks 
There Is No Need of Another Society in 
Chicago, but Is Willing to Co-operate 
with One if It Is Organized—How the 
Poor Are Helped in Other Cities. 

The following letter has been addressed to 

William J. Onahan in reply to his communi- 

cation to the Relief and Aid Society by the 


. Executive committee of that organization: 


Cuicaco, Feb. 1, 1892.—-William J. Onahban, 
Chairman—Dear Sir: In reply to your communi- 
cation: tne directors of the Chicago Relief and 
Aid Society desire to say to you and to the ladies 
and gentlemen of your committee that they have 
given the subject presented by you careful con- 
sideration, and that such consideration will be 
gladly continued if necessary to a complete un- 
derstanding on all sides of the purposes snd meth- 


‘ods, either now practiced or proposed for adop- 


tion, which look to a complete accomplishment of 
that which your committee and this society havef 
alike at heart—namely, prompt alleviation o 
actual distress and wise ‘direction of and c® 
operation in efforts to meet legitimate demands 
and to prevent fraud and imposture, 

In justice to itself and to promote such an un- 
derstanding this society calis attention to some 
facts which unfortunately it has apparently 
failed to make plain to the community. 
It is often said that the Chicago Relief 
and Aid Society is opposed to what is 
known as charity organization. This is 
a great mistake. This society, instead of oppos- 
ing, heartily approves the leading ideas and 
many of the methods which that name has come 
to represent. In fact this society was the earliest 
exponent of those principles and the first actual 
Charity Organization Society. 

All who represent advanced thonght in philan- 
thropic work among the poor recognize and main- 
tain the following propositions: 

That indiscriminate giving to serene asking 
for aid is dangerous and wasteful, and that the 
tendency is to encourage fraud and increase pau- 
perism; that, in order to prevent this. there 
should be a central orapnmetien. to which all 
persons asking. aid should be referred by the 
n'umerous societies, churches, and agencies, which 
furnish help to the needy in a variety of ways; 
that there should be a hearty and full interchange 
of information and courtesy, whereby the good 
work can be made more effective and duplication 

revented ; that all applications for relief showlt 

thoroughly investigated and the facts, together 
with the amount of aid furnished im each case, be 
preserved in writing: that all’ cases regzis- 
tered and any changes in the address of sub- 
jects of relief from year to year be carefully noted 
and the records be open for inspection to all who 
desire information ; that aid should be given onl 
in extreme cases, s0 as to prevent or relieve suf- 
fering and not so as to encourage people to live 
upon charity, keeping in view always that the 
great object of charity is to help unfdértunate 
worthy people to help themselves; that the poor 
are to be encovraged in habits of industry, econ- 
omy. cleanliness, and sobriety; that those who 
will not make the best effort at self support of 
which they are capable, and all cases of chronic 
pauperism, where there is no purpose or prospect 
of their becoming self-supporting, should be re- 
ferred to appropriate institutions or to the courts 
andthe legally constituted authorities for the 
final disposition of paupers, vagrants, and crim- 
inals, 

These are fundamental principles in the work 
of the Chicago Relief and Aid Society. . 


Benefactor and Beneficiary in Contact. 


Charity organization holds that relief should 
not be extended from itself renee sf but that it 
should be provided through its paid or voluuteer 
agencies by bringing applicants into direct con- 
tact with the philanthropic, and that all actual 
dispensing of relief should be by the latter. Its 
argument in favor of this course is that by bring- 
ing the benefactor and beneficiary into personal 
contact both are morally benefited. The practice 
of persons contributing in bulk to a society to be 
officially administered is condemned. 

Charity organization aiso holds to the rane 
of friendly visitors and district committees. The 
Relief and Aid Society is aware that in some older 
communities. where there are large leisure class- 
es, notably in London, valuable results havecome 


from this method. Of our large cities Boston, 


reach the most completesuccess. This society, 
as often as the subject has been considered, has 
been forced by its own experience and by observa- 
tion of attempts by others in this city to hold to 
the plan of depending only on trained visitors, 
suitably paid for their services by the 
society and who could held to a 
striet performance of their duty; a 
large corps of friendly visitors, whose duty is not 
to give relief, but purely as friends to call fre- 
quently upon specified families whom they agree 
to watch over and encourage by every means in 
their power, to better modes of life, to aid to em- 
ployment, and to the best use of benefits if ex- 
tended. This is certainly commendable and de- 
sirable where applicants are of the character to 
need it. and devoted and capable women or men 
can be found to not only assume such duty but to 
patiently and persistently perform it. The prac- 
tical question in this connection is this: Has the 
time come in our city for complete district and 
friendly organization and work of the character 
performed in London? That city is divided into 
forty districts. Each has its committee, and in 
nearly every one there isa paid Secretary. The 
annual expense account of the society is approx- 
imately $80,000. New York is divided into ten 
districts; its expense account is about $30,000 an- 
nually. The expense of the recent Charity Or- 
ganization Society in Chicago in its last year was 
about $10,000, and no reflection upon any one is 
intended in the recognition of the fact t the 
scope of its work was exceedingly limited. With 
its present territory, the complete application of 
the system in Chicago would require at least ten 
district organizations, an expense account of 
$25,000 to $30,000, and a relief fund of say $60,000, 
The London society, in addition to the $80,000 for 
expenses, collected abovt $120,000 for relief pur- 
ses. 

Notwithstanding the work of the C.0O.S. in 
New York it still seems necessary to support the 
old ‘Society for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor’’ and in Boston “The Provident Associa- 
tion.’”’ The Boston ** Overseers of the Poor,”’ with 
an invested fund of over $600,000, still have above 
$100,000 per annum appropriated by the city. It 
should be noted that in the relations between 
these societies and the charity organization so- 
cieties of those cities there is a fair degree of 
harmony. Should a new society be organized 
here this board will do all in its power towards 
effective codperation. 


A New Organization’ Not Necessary. 


It is, however, our firm conviction that a new 
organization, with its necessary machinery and ex- 
pense, is nota necessity, and that, in general, the 
principles and methods of the Chicago Relief and 
Aid Society are the best that can be devised and 
maintained under existing ¢ircumstances. We rec- 
ognize the fact, and with regret, that these are not 
so generally understood as we desire they should 
be, and as they must be to insure the greatest 
possible usefulness. Much may be hoped from 
the present renewed interest in philanthropic 
probiems. 

The members of this board are giving time and 
thought to better the condition of the poor. The 
Chicago Relief and Aid Society belongs to you and 
tothe community as much astothem, While 
under their care ft. is their duty to guard its in- 
terest and guide it along safe lines, but it is as 
much their duty to listen to wise suggestions as 
to hold to tried methods, 

In the hope that it may lead to a clearer under- 
standing by you, and through you by the com- 
munity at large, we beg to restate the purposes of 
this society and its method of work: 

Along linés of relief it is primarily a society 
* To aid such of the poor as through sickness or 
other misfortune require temporary assistance.” 
In general it is to “ Provide a permanent, efficient, 
and practical mode of administering and dis- 
tributing the private charities of the city.”’ And 
it is to “ Put into practical and eflicient opera- 
tion the best system .of relieving and preventing 
want and pauperism therein.” 

In the performance of these duties, it maintains 
a central dilice and three branch or district 
offices, and it is only deterred by the cost from 
increasing largely the number of the latter and 
the hours of keeping them open. It employs 
careful and experienced visitors. It intends that 
every case referred to either office shall have 
prompt attention, immediate if there are emer- 
gent conditions apparent. If'dnformation con- 
cerning any case is desired by any citizen who 


"may have reported snch case to the society, it is 


always furnished. The society has repeatedly 
tendered the community the information on file 
in its office, and it is ready to enlarge this 
‘Central Bureau of Information” to any extent, 
and in any manner, and to codperate with any 
and all .charitable institutions, churches or per- 
sons in any effort to put a stop to fraud and 
imposture. If any person desires to dispense his 
charity directly, the society will gladly furnish 
such informauon as it may bave concerning the 
applicant and will make any further investigation 
that may be required. If more frequent publica- 
tions concerning the efforts of the society will 
teud to enlist the codperation of all who desire to 
give thought, mnoney, or time to the great work 
we shall be glad to have it done within reasona- 
bie limits as to expense. 

This society is entirely dependent_upon volun- 
tary contributions by our citizens, No solicitors 
are employed. The work of soliciting funds bas 
always been voluntarily assumed b directors. 
lt seems to this board that the society thus repre- 

it is at present 
practicabie in our city, and we believe that with 
your cooperation and that of those whom 


ou 
represent better results can be obtained than 


through the organization of another association,

There is no just cause for this attack 
on the very life of our organization. The Ad- 
ams company cannot base a correct estimate 
of our strength upon the replies to its circular. 
The men have a good many grievances, and 
have organized to correct them.”’ 

Mr. Zimmerman, local manager for the 
Adams 'Express company, said: ‘The Chi- 
cago office has noé and does not expect to dis- 
charge any messeiigers working under it. All 
the men discharged come under the Coluin- 
bus (O.) management. The fact that their 
runs terminate at'Chicago and that they here 
received their discharges, which were mailed 
to them, may have something to do with the 
report that this office is discharging men, but 
such is not the case.”’ 


FOUND GUILTY OF EMBEZZLEMENT, 


Ex-Postmaster Motis Then Endeavors to 
Secure a New Trial. 

Miuwavuxker, Wis., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—A 
jury in the United States court today returned 
a verdict of guilty against Ambrose Motis, 
formerly Postmaster at Coleman, Marinette 
County. There were six charges of em- 
bezzlement against him, the one on which he 
was tried being the theft of $4 from a regis- 
tered letter sent by John Ballinger, a saloon- 
keeper at Coleman, to F. W. Hartman & Co., 
Milwaukee. Ballinger testified that he gave 
Motis the money and asked him to send it in 


a registered letter and received a’ registration 


certificate for 1t. On the announcement of 
the verdict J. V. Quarles, atturney for the 
defense, moved a new trial on the ground that 
the government had not proved that it was 
money that was embezzled. Judge Jenkins 
took the matter under advisement.

The State Department has had some corre- 
spondence on the subjec:, though it issaid that 
no satisfaction has beensecured. The request 
of the different Boards of Trade was that this 
discrimination be made a part of the reciproc- 
ity negotiations whenever the Canadian 
Commissioners should come to Washington, 
but they have not put m an  4ap- 
pearance. Some of the Congressmen thin 
that Congress will take hold of the matter any- 
of the House 
River and Harbor committee has addressed 
a letter to the State Department in regard to 
the Welland Canal tolls and also in regard to 
the treaty of Washington, which gives the 
‘Canadian vessels free transit through the St. 
Clair Flats. The committee wants to find out 
whether any diplomatic objection exists in 
case the United States decided. to levy tolls on 
Canadian vessels passing through the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal. It is cortended that as this 
canal has been built since the treaty of Wash- 
ington the Canadian vessels passing through 
it would not come under the provisions of the 
treaty, and could properly be made to beara 
part of the expense of keeping up the canal, 
which is considerable.

Increased Exports of Flour to Cuba. 


The reduced duty on American flour to 
Cuba under the reciprocity treaty went into 
effect Jan. 1 last. 

Consul-General Williams telegraphs the 
State Department that the receipts of flour at 
Havana for January last were as follows: 
From the United States, 62,371 sacks: from 
Spain, none. the receipts tor the month of 
January, 1891, were: From the United 
States, 2,720 sacks; 
The exports of flour to Cuba from New York, 
New Orleans, Mobile, and Key West in Janu- 
ary, 1892, amounted to 67,487 barrels or sacks. 
The exports from the same points in January, 
1891, were 9,234 barrels.

A SEQUEL TO > LIFIGATIDN STARTED 
| _ FORTY. YEARS AGuv, 
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Heirs of Oliver Denis Claimed That Fzra 
MeCagg Secured Valuhble South Side 
Property Because They Did Not Under- 
stand Their Rights—Evidence Showed 
That the Defendant's Condnct Was Free 
from Criticism — Boston ~— Dealers 
Ask an Accounting, 


Judge Shepard yesterday decided the case of 
Denis vs. McCagg, asequel to litigation be- 
gun forty years ago. In 1852 the heirs of Oli- 
ver Denis were defendants in a suit to fore- 
close their equity in a contract of purchase of 
twenty acres on what is now Grand boulevard, 
between Thirty-sixthand Thirty-eighth streets, 
for default in payment of about $700 on the 
contract of purchase. The heirs were unable 
to tfedeem and applied to Ezra B. McCagg for 
a loan of money, He declined to loan the 
money unless one of the heirs would become 
personally responsible, and give a mortgage 
on his property adjoining that in question. 
This he was unwilling todo. It was then sug- 
gested to McCagg that he should buy the 
property. After seeing the complainant, 
Paul Cornell, and ascertaining what he could 
buy his title for, he agreed to give each one of 
the heirs $50 for a quitclaim deed. The deeds 
were made vesting the title in McCagg. The 
land in this way cost about $1,500| and it was 
sold within a year for $4,500 

Nine years afterwaras the heir of Oliver 
Denis filed a bill, alleging that McCagg occu- 
pied a confidential relation and had loaned 
them the money to redeem the land, and that 
the deeds made by them were obtained with- 
out their understanding their rights. This 
bill was dismissed and on appeal to the Su- 
preme Court the dectee was reversed, that 
court holding that from the evidence in the 
case there: was some trust relation existing 
which prevented McCagg from dealing with 
the land as his own. A‘ decree was directed 
to be entered for the amount received by him, 
and, paresing S 15 ba Gagne a decree was en- 
tered Jah. against MeCagg for 
$6,472.21, hick dns ny immediately paid and 
it was received by the heirs. subsequent 
suit was commenced by the widowof Oliver 
Denis in the United States Court, where the 
facts were exhausted by the evident , and the 
court held that there was no trust r@lation be- 
tween McCagg and these heirs; tha} he was a 
purchaser of the property, on their request, 


without any misunderstanding or | misappre- 


ension. That bill was dismissed. 

Notwithstanding these facts the case which 
came up yesterday was conimenced in 1889 by 
the heirs who brought the suit in 1861, makin 
the same allegations. ‘Tne evidence hea 
showed conclusively that the claims of these 
heirs were without foundation, and that the 
conduct of Mr. McCagg wasfree from any 
criticism; that the land »was sold to him by 
the heirs with full understanding of the facts. 
Repregenting the defendant, the court in- 
structed W. ©. Goudy to prepare a decree dis- 
missing the bill. In this conclusion Attorney 
Winters and Judge Cole of Des Moines, fa., 
counsel for complainants, concurred, stating 
that they thought there was no proper 'founda- 
tion for the suit. 


FELL OU1 WITH THEIR AGENT, 


Eastern Shoe Dealers Asking for an Ac- 
counting for a Large Sum. 

William S. Houghton and George D. Clapp, 
surviving partners of the firm of Houghton, 
Coolidge & Co. of Boston, and the Para Rubber 
Shoe company of Massachusetts have hada 
falling out with their furmer Western agent, 
Edwin P. Jaquith, and yesterday Jaquith was 
sued in the Uuited States Circuit Court for an 
accounting. The amount in dispute is 
$100,000. | 

Houghton, Coolidge & Co, were the agents 
of the Para company and handled the entire 
product of the company. Prior to September, 
1890, it is alleged some agreement was entered 
into between Houghton, Coohdge & Co. and 
Jaquith whereby the latter took charge of a 
Western headquarters in Chicago. The nego- 
tiations with Jaquith were carried on by Mr. 
Coolidge, who has since ‘died, and conse- 
quently itis claimed that no complete record 
exists showing the precise nature of this agree- 
ment. It is alleged that Jaquith has made va- 
rious and inconsistent statements with respect 
to his powers to sell goods and keep therefor 
large commissions, Large amounts of rubber 
goods were sent to him, itis claimed, and the 
amount now due from him at_ rea- 
sonable prices for the goods is 
$158,512. Now, the bill says, Jaquith is en- 
deavoring to circumvent the complainants in 
the collection of this amount, and bas refused 
to render any true account or of the disposi- 
tion of the merchandise received by him, or 
turn over to his employers the amounts due 
from him. He takes various and: contradic- 
tory positions with respect to the disposition 
of the goods, it is claimed, at times insisting 
he is not an agent’ of the complainants, but 
was tmnerely a purchaser of the goods. He 
furnished a pretended account, complainants 
‘allege, showing the balance due complainants 
to be $58,000, which, however, he has not of- 
fered to pay. This sum is ridiculously and 
grossly incorrect, 1t is alleged, in that it cred- 
its complainants with the goods at grossly 
exaggerated rates of discount. He also, com- 
plainants say, makes charges of offsets and 
counter charges which are unfounded. The 
pretended account was not accepted, and even 
if it had been, it is claimed, Jaquith would 
still owe comploinants $140,000 or more. An 
accounting from Jaquith is asked. 


Believes the Indebtedness Was Rednced. 

Orlando F. Gibbs, as administrator of the es- 
tate of Julius White, who died May 12, 1890, yes- 
terday filed a bill for an. accounting with the 
Travelers’ Insurance company of Hartford, Conn. 
White was Manager for the company from 1878 
until his death, in 1876 he became indebted to it 
for $36,750, and to secure it executed a trust deed 
on valuable landin this county. In 1878 White 
was declared bankrupt and the company ob- 
tained possession of the land.' The administrator 
believes that by his s¢rvices and in other ways 
‘White decreased his debt to the company $16,000 
or $17,000 and that the land is heid simply by 
mortgagee’s title. He asks an accounting to

Thoughtless Parents Arm Their Sons with

To the small boys’ craze for carrying guns 
and revolvers Superintendent of, Police Mc-

This miserable 
system of offering rewards for sparrows shot 
or trapped makes the boys anxious to have a 
shot at any sparrows or pigeons they may 
sight. In this last case I understand the boys 
fired at some pigeons. Inspector Lewis is 
trying to catch these young fellows, but. they 
are nearly as hard to put hands on as the 
sparrows, for whose destruction so many boys 
are lying in waitfwith deadly weapons that 
nae more harm to citizens than to the 

irds.
